On the eve of the Bicenten- 
nial election campaign, the is- 
sue that arouses the strongest 
passions and most intense’ inte- 
rest seems to be: who killed 
JFK? The Saturday Evening 
Post, of all places, employer of 
the Watergate waif Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower, has even offered a 
quarter million to anyone sup- 
plying information leading to the 
conviction of President Ken- 
nedy’s murderers. This obses- 
sion with the past is prompted 
by discontent with the present, 
but the discontent is diffuse. The 
roots of current miseries are not 
generally grasped; it is almost a 
mystery why America has fallen 
from grace so quickly and unce- 
remoniously. National leaders 
suggest that the culprits might 
be New York City, the Cambo- 
dian navy and food-stamp chis- 
elers. Against this background 
Squeaky Fromme’s assessment 
of President Ford as a “dead- 
head”’ may be the most trench- 
ant criticism yet to surface. 
Americans want to know how 
they have arrived at the point 
where presidential assassins 
make more sense than the Presi- 
dent. : 

John F. Kennedy’s murder 12 
years ago marked the beginriing 
of the contemporary epoch; it 
was the great divide. Prior to 
Dealey Plaza there was merely 
the lunacy of cold war nuclear 
brinksmanship. After Ken- 
nedy’s death it was much worse: 
more assassinations, Vietnam 
and the San Clemente gremlin. 
Right now hardly anyone but the 
naive, the simple-minded and 
the Republicans believes the 
Warren Commission’s conclu- 
sion that Lee Harvey Oswald, 
acting on his own, killed the Pre- 
sident because he was lonely. 
Who killed Kennedy is the mys- 
tery within the great national 
mystery.

magazine and a producer for 
WNET-TV in New York, reca- 
pitulates virtually all of the ex- 
tant evidence indicating a con- 
spiracy. Of the many volumes 
now inundating the bookstores, 
Anson’s is the most comprehen- 
sive, professional and credible. It 
stands in sharp contrast to books 
like Appointment. in Dallas by 
Hugh MacDonald, which pur- 
ports to be about the author’s 
talk several years ago with one of 
JFK’s assassins. To buttress his 
case, MacDonald offers readers 
pictures of his own diplomas and 
police certificates. The real mys- 
tery about Appointment in Dal- 
las is why a respectable LA po- 
liceman waited for a publisher’s 
check before telling about his al- 
leged discovery. MacDonald, un- 
fortunately, cannot locate his 
catch today; undoubtedly the 
killer has wandered into the Ber- 
muda triangle. 


Anson will have none of this 
National Enquirer tone. 
“They've Killed the President!” 
is high-class police reporting, a 
workmanlike compendium of of- 
ficial_ discrepancies. Anson has 
assimilated all of the tomes on 
the subject, sifted for reason- 
able leads and reiterated the pro- 
conspiracy arguments in 
straightforward prose. Even Jim- 
my Hoffa creeps into a corner of 
the book. Hoffa’s ultimate rise-to 
power, it seems, was assured 
when he gained a base in Chica- 
go. In 1939 the head of the Chi- 
cago Scrap Iron and Junk Hand- 
lers Union was shot to death in 
union headquarters. He was 
eventually replaced by, mobster 
Paul Dorfman, who traded his 
connections to Chicago’s under- 
world to Hoffa for control over 
the vast Central Conference 
Teamster Pension Fund, which 
became a source of “loans’’ for 
the Syndicate. It turns out that 
one of the two men present at the 
murder of the Junk Handlers 


Union president happened to be: 


Jack Ruby. This same Jack Ru- 
by, all-around errand boy for the 
Syndicate, was also a paid FBI 
informer. According to the FBI 
man who recruited him, Ruby 
“might have knowledge of the 
criminal element in Dallas.’ 
Well, the coincidences, such as 
they are, don’t stop there. An- 
son himself believes that the key 
to understanding the assassina- 
tion is “the melding together of 
American intelligence and -or- 
ganized crime.”’ This is ‘an area 
that will certainly be plumbed 
by investigators in the future. 


Despite his meticulous mar- 
shalling of detail; Anson is not- 
iceably weak in his analysis of 
history. He claims that the ‘ob- 
session with Cuba in the 1960s 
might have been due to “the ro- 
mance of the island.” He writes, 
“Today it seems incredible that 
so small an island, so removed 
from day-to-day concern, so pre- 
posterously irrelevent, could 
have been the trigger that nearly 
loosed the holocaust. Only Cuba 
could.” With minor changes, 
this might sound like the lib- 
eral’s quagmire theory about US 
involvement in Vietnam: we 
were captivated into a swamp. 
Although Anson mentions Cas- 
tro’s expropriation of the Syndi- 
cate, he neglects to add that bil- 
lions in investments from legit- 
imate corporations like ITT were 
also nationalized. Anson substi- 
tutes a mystical explanation for 
the long history of US business 
domination over Cuba. 

He is also hesitant to see the 
clandestine network he uncov- 
ers as part of any ruling class po- 
litical pattern geared to larger 
goals. Anson platitudinously 
says that if the truth is ever 
known Americans’ faith in pol- 
itical institutions will either be 
restored or shattered. He calls 
for the kind of CIA that Harry 
Truman envisioned. Is this an- 
other plug for nostalgia? Har- 
vard Professor Samuel Hunt- 
ington, writing for David Rocke- 
feller’s elite Trilateral Commis- 
sion, said, “Truman had been 


»able to govern the country with 


the cooperation of a relatively 
small number of Wall Street 
lawyers and bankers.” Pining 
away for the return of a plain- 
speaking flunkie is not exactly 
my idea of democratic recon- 
struction. It is instead a weird 
variety of American messian- 
ism; some of the concern for who 
killed JFK is perhaps another. 
Anson’s book is a valuable 
contribution in illuminating our 
recent history. More tough in- 
vestigative work along the lines 
he has established is required; 
his method and journalistic in- 
stincts are admirable. But he 
ought not to be so cautious about 
drawing conclusions from the 
material he has unearthed.

Poltergeists

Ghosts: The Illustrated His- 
tory, by Peter Haining, Mac- 


millan, 126 pp., $9.95 hard- 
cover. 


At the turn of the century, one 
out of sixteen people surveyed 
claimed to have seen a ghost. 
Since then, nobody’s bothered to 
ask, but the one in sixteen is a 
statistic that ghost writer Peter 
Haining, editor of such ghoulish 
volumes as Summoned from the 
Tomb and The Hell of Mirrors, 
dug up for his sketchy compen- 
dium of historic ectoplasm, 
Ghosts: The Illustrated History. 

Ghosts is filled with unusual 
illustrations — antique engra- 
vings depicting nocturnal vis- 
itations from the great beyond, 
turn-of-the-century ‘‘ghost’’ 
photographs of varying believ- 
ability, obligatory views of well- 
known haunts like the crypt of 
Glamis Castle and Hampton 
Court Place, and a handful of 
oddball modern photos — for ex- 
ample, one of a Mr. William 
Hampson barricading his front 
stairs with a baby carriage to 
keep the spirits out of his bed- 
room. 

The text is built upon the il- 
lustrations, which, it turns out, 
are the only valid excuse for this 
book. Haining starts at the be- 
ginning, describing the “ghost 
phenomenon” and its place in 
history and literature: He hints 
at its possible basis in scientific 
fact and then proceeds to cas- 
ually mention every example of 
spirits of the dead from refer- 
ences in The Epic of Gilgamish 
to a recent Instamatic photo of 
Marilyn Monroe peeking out of 
her crypt. Haining could have 
turned all of his facts into fun, 
readable vignettes or researched 
them and exposed their fallibi- 
lity (or not, perhaps). Instead, he 
wrote this book as though it was 
a research paper assignment he 
didn’t want to do in the first 
place. He touches on hundreds of 
points in quick succession, 
avoiding both elaboration . and 
detail in a prose style that for- 
mer BU professor John Clayton 
has called “‘Academic Linear A.” 

Ghosts neither advocates nor 
discredits belief in ghost stories 
though the most successful chap- 


. ters are those dealing with faked 


spiritualist illusions’ and . coun- 
terfeit ghost photographs. To- 
ward the end Haining teases us 
with some unexplained modern 
instances. There’s. a picture of 
Rosemary Brown, the London 
woman who claims that Liszt 
and Chopin entertain her with 
their latest tunes, which she then 
transcribes and performs for the 


press. And a photo of a woman 
lying in bed with a pencil hover- 
ing above her head. Much is 
made of Lincoln’s ghost repor- 
ted throughout various ad- 
ministrations to be roaming the 
White House. The publisher of 
Ghosts even sent a letter to Pres- 
ident Ford telling him what to 
expect. All in all, though, the 
text of this book is disappoin- 
ting because Haining doesn’t 
treat his examples with the fas- 
‘cination they merit. 

Also, there are numerous com- 
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monplace ghostly phenomena. 


that Haining has chosen to ig- 
nore — like the poltergeist who 
sneaks in and connects your ste- 
reo speakers out of phase in the 
night, and the gremlin who 
stocks the back of your kitchen 
shelves with Spam. And what 
about the fiend that lets your cat 
out when she’s in heat? 

This book could be more 
thorough. 


An Encore 
for Booth?

THE REINCARNATION OF 
JOHN WILKES BOOTH by 
Dell Leonardi, The Devon- 
Adair Co., Old Greenwich, 
Conn., 180 pages, $6.95. 

Loose investigative ends and 
allegations of conspiracy among 
high Cabinet officials have per- 
sisted in the case of the Lincoln 
assassination, yet after a cen- 
tury of historical inquiry no hard 
evidence has turned up. 

Psychic overtones have long 
suffused the affair, com- 
pounding the mysterious in- 
trigues of America’s first presi- 
dential murder. Not only did 
Lincoln dream of his own funer- 
al, but nearly thirty years later, 
in 1893, the roof of Ford’s The- 
ater caved in, killing a score of 
government office workers on the 
same day as the funeral of Ed- 
win Booth, the embittered 
brother of assassin John Wilkes. 

In 1969, quite unexpectedly,

years, is it tentatively being 
lifted. 

Aware that some sort of empi- 
rical probing was called for to 
corroborate these sensational 
revelations, Dr. Leonardi and 
Wesley journeyed to London and 
Calais in’ 1971. They hoped to 
find the English cottage at which 
Booth lay low and reportedly 
buried a full written confession 
of the plot and the site of the 
graveyard in France where Booth 
died naturally in 1877. The ef- 
fects of industrialization and 
World War II, however, ap- 
peared to have obliterated any 
traces of these landmarks. 

The most promising lead they 
turned up was theater reviews in” 
the London Times of perform- 
ances by-Fairclough Boothroyd 
in the post-1865 years. Booth- 
royd, a minor American actor 
and reputed member of the 
Golden Circle, was done away 
with, according to the regressed 
Booth, in order to allow him to 
assume Boothroyd’s identity and 
resume life upon the stage. 

If further research shows that. 
the American Boothroyd, in fact, 
died on this side of the Atlantic 
before turning up in West End 
productions during the late 
1860’s, Dr. Leonardi will have 
more than a circumstantial case. 
Interestingly, the Times re- 
viewer expresses a note of sur: 
prise at the superior acting tal- 
ent of the unknown Boothroyd in 
his comparatively minor roles. 
Such low-profile parts are just 
the kind the egocentric Booth 
likely would have cultivated, as 
he could not remain cooped up 
idle in a cottage in the country- 
side. Indeed, from this period 
dates a story within the Booth 
family that, one day in London, 
Edwin and his mother recog- 
nized John alighting from a car- 
riage several years after the trag- 
ic events at Ford Theater and 
the Garrett Farm. 

Whether high theater or un- 
derground history, The Reincar- 
nation of John Wilkes Booth is 
an enthralling narrative. Like 
the Castaneda books, its meas- 
ured lucidity and creative parti- 
cipation of the investigator may 
make it a classic in the field of 
paranormal research. Dr. Leon- 
ardi wisely avoids the larger 
metaphysical questions, such as 
whether the Booth personality is 
drawn from Wesley’s subcon- 
scious, is a true previous rein- 

carnation, or is a discarnate en- 
tity temporarily in possession of 
Wesley’s faculties in the hynotic 
state. 

In one of its few moments of 
self-reflection, the spirit of Booth 
wistfully explains the dramat- 
ic role it played in that lifetime: 
“Tt was my second choice, and 
the only one available.” (Booth’s 
actor father Junius, it should be 
noted parenthetically, was a ve- 
getarian and pacifist and his sis- 
ter-to-be was named Asia. Evi- 
dently, at this point in time, 
there were few takers for this Bo- 
hemian opening on the earth 
plane. As for John Wilkes’ first 
choice, the inevitable and tanta- 
lizing inference is that he would 
have preferred to have played 
the lead — Abraham Lincoln!) 

As for Wesley, the medium for 
all of this heavy karma, his 
thoughts on the experiment ex- 
press a healthy skepticism rem- 
iniscent of ‘Edgar Cayce, who 
oncé disowned his remarks after 
waking up from a trance. “I 
couldn’t have been Booth,” Wes-

break a date with Wyatt Earp 
(in the person of Hugh O’Brien). 
This capricious exercise of what 
Mo would doubtless term “‘a wo- 
man’s prerogative” freed her to 
respond to Opportunity when 
John Wesley Dean III — “hand- 
some, medium height, slender, 
Brooks Brothers glen plaid suit, 
blue shirt with a button-down 
collar, wing-tip shoes, a slight 
tan” — knocked at her door, dis- 
solving all apprehensions “like 
ice cubes tossed into a volcano.” 
Like Love, their date was blind. 
According to the future Water- 
gate Wife, they spent it squeez- 
ing knees, embarrassing their 
companions, and he stayed over 
— in an absent roommate’s bed- 
room. Mother said never screw 
until the second date. 

The “‘Gee, John never told me 
anything, but I sure liked riding 
on Air Force One” bulk of Mo is 
spiced with a tawdry synopsis of 
the author’s Photoplayful past 
— the April Fools Day marriage 
to a football scout who had neg- 
lected to divorce his prior 
spouse; tying a Tijuanan knot 
with Number 2 before Number 1 
was annulled; the untimely 
death (crunched Corvette) of 2 
before she could divorce him; the 


soirees with Wyatt. After that 
bell-ringing encounter with JWD 
III (as Mo usually refers to Dean; 
perhaps Gemstone got to her), 
Mo was through with all that 
Beverly Hills hustling and relo- 
cated in Washington. Here 
Poopsie pulled strings and swung 
her a job as housemother to the 


‘National Commission on Mar- 


ijuana and Drug Abuse, in which 
capacity she claims to have been 
mauled by Walter Annenberg 
(whom she reminded, with her 
“honest bun,” of an Impression- 
ist painting) and admits to spen- 
ding most. of her time figuring 
out which initials stood for which 
government agencies. Finally, 
convinced that John would nev- 
er buy the cow if he were getting 
the milk for free, Mo flounced 
back to California, steaming. It 
worked. 

Soon after their 72 nuptials 
(Mo roasted the turkey herself), 
Dean’s life became a nightmare, 
Mo’s a contingent quest for the 
perfect suntan and something 
smashing to drape over it. She 
spent most of ’73 and ’74 in a snit 
over John’s absence and is able 
to arrange her sulks in chrono- 
logical order only by referring to 
a calendar on which she kept 
track of her birth control pill 
schedule. The only new and in- 
teresting revelations contained 
in Mo’s book are that dirty mov- 


ies were available at Camp Dav- 
id (Mo, significantly, opted for 
The Poseidon Adventure and a 
bottle while Dean labored over 
his famous Report) and that 
CREEP toyed with the idea of 
commissioning Ernest and Julio 
Gallo to produce an inaugural 
wine for Nixon’s second corona- 
tion. The Christian Scientists 
nixed plans for Tricky’s Hearty 
Burgundy, alas. 

There’s lots more, trash 
freaks. Mo is replete with inad- 
vertently hilarious commentary 
on marriage, the women’s move- 
ment, the sexes, Tricia and Jul- 
ie. The author tenderly chas- 
tises her mate for his failure, in 
anticipation of the Ervin hear- 
ings, to appreciate the magni- 
tude of her problem — what to 
wear before thirty million view- 
ers. Mo then regales us with her 
choices, tip to toe, day by day. 
Taken seriously, her book might 
set ERA back a decade. 

Readers (skimmers?) are 
bound to be boggled by how a 
respectable journalist like Hays 
Gorey became involved with Mo. 
It appears that while Dean was 
doing time, Mo was doing Time 
interviews and batted those va- 
cant eyes at Hays. Actually, her 
book might more appropriately 
have been ghosted by the Globe’s 
Marian Christy, wearing an Yves 
Saint-Laurent sheet. 
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Amnesty International: 
Helping Writers \ Wronged

In South Korea the country’s 
foremost poet awaits trial, ac- 
cused of aiding the communists. 
In the Soviet Union an import- 
ant author living in Siberian ex- 
ile has just been rushed to a hos- 
pital, suffering from the effects 
of years of imprisonment and a 
recent, nearly fatal, hunger 
strike. In Brazil a well-known 
journalist recently died within 
hours of entering police head- 
quarters, allegedly a suicide. Af- 
ter the coup in Chile, many jour- 
nalists were immediately de- 
tained. Pro-Allende radio sta- 
tions, newspapers and maga- 
zines were shut down. Marxist 
books were burned. In Czech- 
oslavakia, since the invasion by 
Warsaw Pact forces in 1968, in- 
tellectual life has atrophied. Po- 
lice invade apartments, im- 
pound personal manuscripts, jail 
dissident writers. In the name of 
communism — in the name of 
anti-communism — an endless 
litany of official crime, torture 
and murder. 

In the face of such widespread 
governmental abuse, Amnesty 
International (AI), a London- 
based organization which seeks 
to uphold the United Nations 
Universal Declaration of Hu- 
man Rights, has taken action in 
107 countries, has 3650 prison- 
ers under adoption or investiga- 
tion and has helped secure the 
release of 1403 prisoners. Speci- 
fically, with regard to journal-

ists, Article 19 of the Declara- 
tion asserts the right of everyone 
to “receive and impart informa- 
tion through any media.” But in 
more than 30 countries, writers 
and journalists are imprisoned 
for the conscientious exercise of 
their rights under Article 19. In 


addition, many are held without 


charge or trial, and some are 
subjected to cruel or degrading 
punishments. All are prisoners of 
conscience. 

This year in Brazil, at least 
500 people from all social classes 
and many professions have been 
arrested as part of a government 
campaign against the alleged 


clandestine reorganization of the 
banned Brazilian Communist 
Party. The government, how- 
ever, really seeks to obstruct all 
opposition, including the only le- 
gal opposition party, the Demo- 
cratic Movement of Brazil, the 
country’s association of lawyers, 
and its most prominent newspa- 


pers. 

Several cases of repression in 
Brazil have received interna- 
tional attention. Carlos Garcia, 
deputy head of the leading daily 
paper O Estado de Sao Paulo, 
was arrested at his office in 
March and subjected to-24 hours 
of electric shock (hanging from 
the wrists) and other forms of 
torture. The police wanted him 
to sign a statement that his pap- 
er was Communist-infiltrated 
and that he himself was the lead- 
er of the cell. But Garcia refused 
to sign and was released the next 
day. 

Vladimir Herzog was not so 
fortunate. At the end of Octo- 
ber, Brazilian military police ar- 
rested 15 journalists in Sao 
Paulo. Having received a sum- 
mons, Herzog went voluntarily 
to police headquarters. A few 
hours later, army authorities an- 
nounced that he had committed 
suicide after confessing to being 
Herzog’s death

a zil. 
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At the University of Sao 
Paulo, where he had taught jour- 
nalism, 30,000 students and fac- 
ulty members boycotted classes. 
When Herzog was buried in a lo- 
cal Jewish cemetery, his body 
was placed in the center, rather 
than in a far corner, as Jewish 
custom dictates for suicides. And 
during an ecumenical memorial 
service, the Roman Catholic.

But torture has become a 
routine matter in Brazil. Luis 

aulo Costa, another journalist 
who had shared a cell with Her- 
zog for a short time, emerged 
with perforated ear drums and 
several teeth missing. Further- 
more, he was unable to walk be- 
cause of kicks applied to his 
spine. 

Amnesty International is 
working on behalf of such vic- 
tims of repression. During the 
past year, ted 142 pris- 
oners of Brazil and 
initiated behalf of 
forty more. ettably, the si- 
tuation in Brazil is worsening. 
Unexplained disappearances al- 
ternate with allegations of tor- 
ture. AI has submitted a report 
to the Organization of American 
States describing repression in 
Brazil, but so far the regime of 
President Ernesto. Geisel has ig- 
nored international protest. 

In the Soviet Union the Com- 
munist regime has an equally 
harsh aversion to independent 
authors. While Alexander. Solz- 
henitsyn and Andrei Sakharov 
are world-famous for their op- 
position to aspects of the Soviet 
regime, numerous other dissi- 
dent writers and activists have 
circulated unofficial material on 
the treatment of Soviet prison- 
ers. Among these people, Ana- 
toly Marchenko deserves parti- 
cular attention. 


After serving seven years in 

prisons and labor camps in the 
1960s, Marchenko wrote the 
most comprehensive account of 
Soviet prison life today. His 
book, My Testimony, describes 
the humiliation and abuse, the 
systematic starvation and med- 
ical neglect that characterize 
prisons in the Soviet Union. The 
regime has never forgiven 
Marchenko for this breach of en- 
forced silence. In 1968 he was ar- 
rested again and spent three 
more years in the camps where 
he grew ill with meningitis. 
Since his release, the author- 
ities have maintained their har- 
assment, first putting Marchen- 
ko under strict “administrative 
surveillance” and then arresting 
him this year for violating the 
terms of this parole. 
’ His trial, which took place in 
March, had numerous irregular- 
ities. Defense witnesses were not 
called, while others gave evi- 
dence that Marchenko de- 
nounced as pure fabrications. Al- 
though in the midst of a hunger 
strike, Marchenko gave a de- 
fiant final statement to the 
court: 

Even though I considered 
the parole illegal, I tried to 
abide by its restrictions... I 
stopped obeying these rules 
only after I became con- 
vinced that the whole thing 
was a mockery. 

Since the end of last sum- 
mer, all my requests having to 


do with the well-being of my 
. family were turned down. I 
asked to be allowed to go to 
the Moscow railroad station 
in order to greet my aged and 
illiterate mother. I was re- 
fused. I asked to visit my sick 
child in Moscow. Refusal . . . 
When my son got sick, and 
there was some suspicion of 
scarlet fever, I asked permis- 
sion to take him to Moscow, 
since there was no pediatri- 
cian in Tarusa at the time... 
Deputy Chief Lunev told me 
I'd been refused. At that 
point I told him that I would 
no longer submit to the pa- 
rolé rules, and I took my wife 
and sick child to Moscow . . . 
It’s hard for one man by him- 
self to stand up against a pack 


of bandits, but even harder to 


defend himself against gang- 

sters who call themselves the 

£overnment. 

Marchenko was sentenced to 
four years of internal exile in 
Chuna, a small town in Siberia. 
He arrived there this spring, 
weak from a two-month hunger 
strike. Apparently, Marchenko 
could not recover his strength, 
for he was rushed to Irkutsk Hos- 
pital in the middle of Novem- 
ber. According to sources in 
Moscow, he is gravely ill with 
neuritis. For the past year 
Marchenko has requested visas 
to the United States, but the re- 
gime continues to refuse him 
permission to emigrate. Perhaps 
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when he recovers, the author- 
ities will permit him to leave, for 
unless they want him to d°>, it is 
hard to undergtand what furth- 
er purpose his lack of freedom 
could serve. 

The Soviet government is not 
the only regime that fears its 
most talented writers. Kim Chi 
Ha is, by all accounts, the 
leading poet in South Korea to- 
day. Kim, however, has used his. 
talent to call attention to the 
corruption and repression that 
pervade life in his country. For 
example, his first major work, 
Five Bandits, is a satire about 
the leaders of President Park 
Chung Hee’s regime, “the Ty- 
coon, the Assemblyman, the 
Government official, the Gen- 
eral ... each endowed with a 
robber’s sack as large as the balls 
of a bull.’ 

Since Kim published this 
poem in 1970, he has been ar- 
rested several times, including 
instances when his verse was 
said to violate the anti-Com- 
munist law. Kim was arrested 
again in March. Charged with 
sedition, he faces a possible 
death penalty for his aecounts of 
repression and torture in South 
Korea. 

Regrettably, the three cases 
outlined above are only in- 
stances of the widespread sub- 
version of human rights that 
characterizes governments on 
every continent. While Amnesty 
International has adopted indi- 


vidual prisoners, it has also de- 
scribed the patterns of repres- 
sion that overwhelm whole popu- 
lations. During the past two 
years, AI has issued reports on 
South Korea, Spain, Brazil and 
Chile. And just this December, 
Al issued a long-awaited report 
on the treatment of political 
prisoners in the Soviet Union. 
Relying on information from 
former prisoners, including Ana- 
toly Marchenko, AI. confirms 
that systematic starvation is 
carried out in Soviet prisons and 
labor camps. Moreover, the re- 
port carefully explains how the 
regime, despite its reform of Sta- 
lin’s methods, has yet to deal 
fairly with persons accused of a 
political crime, for to this day no 
one has ever been acquitted of a 
political crime in a Soviet court.

Identity problems, joyous 
graphics. and subtle text char- 
acterize several vital new pic- 
ture books. The Smartest Bear 
and His Brother Oliver presents 
the plight of Ronald Bear trying 
desperately to complete study- 
ing his encyclopedia so he will be 
the smartest bear and no longer

to be confused with his glutton- 
ous twin, Oliver. 

Ronald’s frustration increases 
as hibernation approaches. Fall 
feasting is in full gear, and ‘poor 
Ronald moans over his stew, 
“But, Ma, I can still taste my 
lunch,” while Oliver devours his 
pudding, demanding more rai- 
sins for color contrast. For- 
tunately, Ronald sees his indi- 
viduality recognized by his par- 
ents’ prehibernation birthday 
presents — a bakery truck for 
Oliver and a typewriter for him- 


self. 

The plot offers only a glimpse 
of this delightful book. Clever 
brown and white illustrations, 
etched with great detail and a 
fine textural quality, work with 
the artist’s imagination and hu- 
mor to expand the text — Oliver 
surrounded by food droppings or 
a trail of shells, Tom Jones style 
eating scenes. The lengthy, hum- 
orous text will entertain a read- 
ing 8-year-old, while the plot and 
pictures will delight a listening 
4-year-old.

Identity problems haunt ano- 
ther animal in The Mixed-Up 
Chameleon. Quickly and econ- 
omically the text sets the tone. 
“On a green leaf sat a small 
green chameleon. It moved onto 
a brown branch and turned 
brownish. ...” It caught flies 
with its tongue. ‘That was its 
life.”” Excitement arrives when 
the chameleon spots a zoo over 
the hill. His poor self-image 
quickly emerges; he yearns to be 
like the polar bear, and, presto, 
he’s white. Still dissatisfied, he 
finally sports the flamingo’s pink 
wings, the giraffe’s long neck and 
various other appendages. But, 
when he spots a fly, he is unable 
to use his tongue.

the concomitant title of Barney 
the Master Baker. The plea- 
sures of the text, with its folk- 
tale style and almost ‘percep- 
tible brogue, are enhanced by 
the cheerful, sketchy watercol- 
ors. 

These three books reassure 
children in their daily concerns, 
but they all feature males. So /z- 
zie will arrive as a treasure for 
the right child, one who enjoys 
listening to quiet, warm stories. 
Izzie is a stuffed cat presented to 
32-year-old Cary. It becomes 
her ever-present companion, sur- 
viving grape juice, mud, lobster 
butter and several restuffings 
until Mother practically re- 
makes Izzie. By then Cary goes 
off to kindergarten, and Izzie, 
though still loved, stays behind 


conveys a mood of comfort and 
family loving, while capturing 
the life of an active, bright child. 
Robert Parker’s watercolors sus- 
tain the mood and effectively 
catch the color and feel of na- 
ture. 

A Christmas must for the child 
lacking a folktale collection is 
The Three Bears and 15 Other 
Stories. Folktale collections 
abound, but this one offers two 
important features: authentic 
text and a picture on every page. 
This book is a bargain; it nearly 
equals 15 single-version folk-tale 
books. The illustrations, in 
Rockwell’s direct, clear water- 
color style, will hold children’s 
interest as they listen — or read. 
A few double-spreads offer very 
little text and very large pic- 
tures, effectively syncopating the 
rhythm of the book. The selec- 
tion is basic — “The Three 
Pigs,” ““Henny Penny” — with a 
nice variation on “The Little 


Red Hen,” where the lazy cock 
and mouse jump at a chance to 
reform. 

As children grow, selecting 
books for them grows increas- 
ingly difficult. Two new books 
that will merit reuse are My 
Backyard History Book and 
Making Things: Book 2. The 
theme of the first book is that 
history is all around you, in your 
backyard, attic, and down Main 
Street. Attractively designed, 
with beige paper and brown ink, 
casually well-written, the book 
personalizes history, explaining 
first a family name chart, a 
birthday time capsule, and how 
to collect slang expressions used 
by your parents and grandpar- 
ents. 

Making Things: Book 2 is ac- 
curately titled. The wide range 
of interesting things to make in- 
cludes paper from vegetable fi- 
bers, string bikinis, doughnut 
blouses, and bread. Especially 
noteworthy are the author’s step- 


by-step, reassuring instructions, 
complete with helpful sketches. 
Carefully structured, the book 
will appeal to children who feel 
overwhelmed by complicated 
projects. The book-making sec- 
tion offers the experimenter al- 
most sure success on a basic 
book, before it explains increas- 
ingly complex variations. This 
kind of kid’s book also happens 
to be very useful to adults. 
Somehow the directions are 
clearer than in a craft book de- 
signed for adults. 

To thoroughly unite adults 
and children in book involve- 
ment this winter, along comes 
Thirteen, a dizzyingly different 
book for the imaginative. 

Each of the 13 pictorial tales 
proceeds simultaneously, al- 
lotted one space on each spread. 
But there’s also a 14th factor on 
each spread, a boxed Preview of 
Coming Attractions, depicting, 
in miniature, the following 
spread. A unifying theme seems 


to be the immutability of change 
with the passage of time. 

One of the more direct tales is 
“The Mystery of the Pyramid.” 
Succeeding sequences depict a 
pyramid alone in the desert, a 
gradually enlarging Arab carry- 
ing an hourglass, and sand fal- 
ling through the hourglass until 
the original pyramid scene is re- 
created. The ‘“‘Unwanted Al- 
phabet” is an oddly appealing 
tale. Each sequence shows the 
open alphabet book in progress; 
it begins with abandoned book, 
proceeds through greasy hand- 
kerchief, and concludes with yes- 
terday’s zucchini. 

Thirteen’s soft artwork 
mostly blues, pinks and purples 
— is sometimes slightly blurry 
but lovely nonetheless; it also re- 
presents a_ startling collabor- 
ation of two artists. The tales 
vary in humor and originality, 
but the book’s unique concep- 
tion overrides the small incon- 
sistencies.

War Reporting: 
The Great Rewrite 


By Thomas Herman 


THE FIRST CASUALTY: 
From The Crimea to Vietnam: 
The War Correspondent as 
Hero, Propagandist and Myth 
Maker, by Phillip Knightley, 
Harcourt Brace Jovanovich,

In 1917 as war was raging ac- 
ross Europe, Sen. Hiram John- 
son of California stood up in the 
US Senate and spoke of his fears 
for a nation drifting toward war. 
“The first casualty when war 
comes is truth,” he said. 

America was soon to find out 
just how true his dictum proved. 
Three years of war in Europe had 
brought the world’s four great- 
est powers to the brink of col- 
lapse. Losses in human terms 
were unprecedented and incom- 
prehensible: 300,000 French kil- 
led in LO days at the Battle of 
Frontiers; 60,000 British casual- 
ties in one afternoon alone in the 
Battle of the Somme. 

Of course, for the sake of mor- 
ale, such horrifying figures had 
to be kept from the public. Few 
in Europe and fewer still in the 
US were aware of the extent of 
the carnage. Strict censorship 
was imposed on all war news. 
The British developed the first 
great propaganda machine this 
century — the model for all to 
come after — and the standard 
orders of the British Army press 
officers at all press briefings 
were: “It is not the accuracy of 
the news as its effect that mat- 
ters.” 

The British government and 
press launched a massive and ef- 
fective campaign through the 
American press and its corres- 
pondents directed at persuading 
America to enter the war on its 
side. The story of the heroic 
struggle of the Allies against the 
raping and plundering Bosche 
was not lost on Americans. 

Full news of the Somme ‘and 
Frontiers never reached this side 
of the ocean. The sinking of the 
Lusitania was carefully recast as 
an anti-American act. Atrocity 
stories were fabrjcated. Under 
the influence of what they read 
in their newspapers, the Amer- 


ican public and its leaders came 
to view the war as a simple strug- 
gle between good and evil and 
were soon driven to what con- 
temporary journalist Raymond 
Fosdick described as an “‘ec- 
stacy of hate.” 

Within weeks of Senator John- 
son’s warning, America was at 
war. There were celebrations in 
town squares and people sang 
‘Just. as Washington Crossed the 
Delaware, General Pershing will 
cross the Rhine.” Recruiting pos- 
ters showed wistful Christy girls 
urging their beaux to go off to 
fight for Democracy and Free- 
dom. It was all going to be grand. 

Of course, it wasn’t. Amer- 
ican troops were ill-trained and 
poorly supplied. Not a single 
American plane or heavy gun 
ever got to France. But none of 
this was reported. When West- 
brook Pegler of the New York 
Times tried to send a piece about 
doughboys dying of pneumonia 
for lack of dry clothing, the cen-

mitted by the Republican side. 
Arthuf Koestler concocted anti- 
Franco atrocity stories, ‘‘to shock 
the people, to wake.them up.” 
While Knightley tries to res- 
trict his ‘study to reporting on 
how the correspondents have re- 
ported war, the issue at the heart 
of the book is simply: what is the 
duty of the correspondent and 
the media in reporting war? 
Most Americans got their news 
of the war in Vietnam from tele- 
vision. Yet most TV reports — 
until late in the war — were in 
the form of two-minute lectures 
on war techniques or 40-second 
“illustrated headlines.” If one 
hoped to learn something more 
substantial about what the war 
meant to the Vietnamese or even 
of the deterioration of the Amer- 
ican army, he was out of luck. 
Programs such as Morley Saf- 
er’s “Vietnam” were the excep- 
tion. They didn’t make for ex- 
citing, action-packed entertain- 
ment, which is what the public 
wanted. Without a doubt, ig- 
= norance of the true situation in 
= Vietnam contributed to popular 
3 support for the war after its 
hopelessness was clear even to 
many in the military. The net- 
works and their correspondents 
bear some of. the burden. 
Knightley tries to avoid draw- 
ing conclusions on this matter. 
Yet I wonder if we who watch the 
news can afford to do the same. 
If it is action-packed war adven! 
ture that the media feel they 
must present, perhaps we will 
yet find ourselves back in the 
grips of the likes of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst who, in 1898, cab- 
led his bored Havana correspon- 
dent: ‘Please remain. You fur- 
nish pictures. I’ll provide war.”

sors stopped the cable and soon, 
under pressure from General 
Pershing, Pegler was recalled. 
For 125 years, the war corres- 
pondent has been the public’s 
main source of war news. Yet in 
this remarkable book, Phillip 
Knightley, a correspondent for 
the Sunday Times of London, 
shows just how unreliable this 
source has been.

SCALING THE IVORY TO- 
WER: MERIT AND ITS LIM- 
ITS IN ACADEMIC CA- 
REERS by Lionel S. . Lewis, 
Johns Hopkins University 
Press, 238 pp. 


Six months ago, I reviewed in 
these pages Seymour Martin 
Lipset’s The Divided Academy, 
a rather smug apologia for aca- 
deme which marshaled an in- 
timidating array of statistics to 
prove, among other things, that 
our system of higher education 
generally rewards the: best and 
the brightest professors (wheth- 
er it rewards students, bright or 
otherwise, is not among Lipset’s 
concerns). Lionel Lewis is an- 
other sociologist, many of whose 
values, one suspects, are not that 
opposed to Lipset’s. But Scaling 
the Ivory Tower is a bitter at- 
tack which contends that aca- 
demic ‘success is decided not so 
much by merit, as by such pre- 
sumably irrelevant factors as so- 
ciability, sex, personal appear- 
ance and the like. 

Lewis’s research, much of it 
based on letters of recommen- 
dation for graduate school ad- 
missions and faculty appoint- 
ments, reveals a riot of grotes- 
queries. One recommendation (if 
one can call it that) observes 
that the candidate 

has a good personality .and 

the only objectionable feat- 

ure that I have noted is that 
this last semester he has rais- 
ed a beard. I thought his ap- 
pearance without the beard 
was very nice. I do not know 
how permanent the beard is. 

Otherwise I am sure you 

would be well pleased with 

him in this position. 

Of an applicant to graduate 
school, a prof writes: “Although 
she is rather short, she compen- 
sates by drive and perseverance 
and usually attains her goal.” 
Another candidate, it is warned, 
‘sometimes ... may get too in- 
volved in her courses and stud- 
ies.” 

Lewis’s righteous indignation 
leads him to forget, however, 
that such examples go only so far 
in proving his point — for he has 
no information regarding ‘which 
candidates were successful. His 
evidence demonstrates only that 
letters of recommendation are 
often biased — not that admis- 
sions and appointments are. He 
is on surer ground when he as- 
sails the statistically verifiable 
in-breeding of the more presti- 
gious universities, which hire 
and promote almost exclusively 
from within and from each other. 
Still, many of Lewis’s argu- 
ments are obvious. Of course, 
universities, like any other in- 
stitutions, favor those who don’t 
rock the boat, who make char- 
ming — but never challenging — 
conversation over cocktails. 
Even Lewis must lamely con- 
clude a chapter: “That academ- 
ics are so much like other people 
is worth reiterating ....’’ Who 


‘ever thought they weren’t? 


Everyone already knows that 
teaching ability counts for very 
little when it comes to granting 
tenure, that women have a tough 


time of it. And who would deny . 


that “‘One’s future is greatly in- 

fluenced by one’s past’’? 
Lewis’s only ‘surprising con- 

tention is that scholarly publi- 
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cation has little effect on aca- 
demic advancement. Publish-or- 
perish, he insists, ‘is largely a 
fraud.” Still, Lewis must admit, 
“The man who publishes ‘abso- 
lutely nothing will most assur- 
edly find himself downwardly 
mobile from a major university, 
and the man whose name ap- 
pears often in reputable jour- 
nals can expect to receive some 
rewards ... .”’ So his point is no- 
where near as dramatic as he 
makes it seem. 

Overstatement and cheap 
shots continually undermine 
Scaling the Ivory Tower. An 
example of the latter, which 
Lewis declines to support with 
any evidence: “‘Fewer individ- 
uals spend their hours doggedly 
working through an intellectual 
problem, and more research 
teams spend their afternoons 
writing progress reports, culti- 
vating stratagems to assure the 
refunding of a project, and or- 
dering about research assist- 
ants.” (That last crack is en- 
tirely gratuitous.) In addition, 
the freedoms Lewis takes with 
statistics can be appalling: a 
table which indicates that “‘there 
is little unqualified commit- 
ment to academic freedom”’ 
among faculty members shows, 
only two sentences later, ‘that 
there is a general lack of support 
for academic freedom.” Nor is 
Lewis above self-contradiction. 
He defends academic freedom 
rather stridently, yet later casti- 
gates universities which demon- 
strate “their impartiality by tol- 
erating.any group, any idea, and 
any form of behavior on cam- 
pus.” He criticizes ‘‘the struggle 
for grades” as “‘perhaps the most 
divisive activity in which stu- 
dents engage,” but his ideal mer- 
itocratic institution, in which re- 
wards are based solely on ability 
and accomplishment, is clearly 
impossible without some sort of 
grading system. 


Like most idealists, Lewis, 
though he habitually quotes 
Thorstein Veblen, is blithely in- 
different to economics. Thus, he 
can assert that instances of de- 
partments in which a large num- 
ber of tenured members bars 
“the advancement of those still 
on probation are rare. When the 
market is tight, the mediocre 
would not be expected to move 
up as rapidly as when it is not, 


- but the rate of promotion for the 


more talented would probably be 
fairly constant.” This is poppy- 
cock: as funds and student en- 
rollment decrease, more and 
more universities are being forc- 
ed to let go junior professors — 
talented or otherwise — because 
they simply cannot afford the 
salary that granting another ten- 
ured position would entail. And 
ask any recent PhD about the 
market for first jobs. Further, 
Lewis’s ideal university” would 
not be beholden to the com- 
munity around it, to business or 
to the government. Unless such 
an institution enjoyed a thriving 
alchemy department, with what 
would it pay its bills? 

There are worthwhile sections 
of Scaling the Ivory Tower: a 
skimpy but provocative critique 
of faculty unions, a persuasive 
description of how universities 
have grown more like govern- 
ment bureaucracies and aban- 
doned the corporate model as the 
sources of their funding have 
shifted correspondingly. Much of 
Lewis’s attack on our system of 
higher education is justified, but 
this is precisely what makes his 
book so frustrating, for its’ dia- 
tribes and manifold (and mani- 
fest) faults do his causea disser- 
vice. 
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Colette by Proxy 


COLETTE: A’ TASTE FOR 
LIFE by Yvonne Mitchell, 
Harcourt Brace Jovanovich, 
240 pp., $14.95. 

The present revival of interest 
in Colette follows neatly upon an 
enthusiastic-exhumation of Vir- 
ginia Woolf. And it betrays the 
same neglect of the writing 
through which the subject wish- 
ed to be known, in favor of what 
in her lifetime was salacious gos- 
sip — now sterilized in the em- 
balming fluid of literary history. 

Colette, even more than her 
English sister in letters, is vub. 
nerable to misuse: to glorifica- 
tion of.the grand geste, however 
much she may have doubted its 
execution, and to canonization 
in the name of causes never fore- 
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seen, much less embraced. In 
this sense, Ms. Mitchell’s choice 


of emphasis places Colette on a. 


social-hydraulic lift of van- 
guardism,: while precluding a 


possibly less popular investiga- . 


tion of the writer’s conflicts and 
motives.in her own time. 

Not to imply that this biog- 
raphy, as far as it goes, is inac- 
curate. On the contrary, since 
most of its assumptions are cull- 
ed from the self-observant Col- 
ette’s own works: that her most 
highly developed sense was 
olfactory, for-instance, or that 
she preferred female to male 
pets, or that her friendship with 
homosexuals of both sexes was a 
matter of platonic enlighten- 
ment, or, at its shadiest, a ref- 
uge from loneliness. 

Thus Colette: A Taste for Life 
(unfortunate epigram for a sty- 
list) offers on the one hand a sub- 


tle distortion through the nar- - 


rowing prism. of contemporary 
feminism, and, on the other, a 


watered-down version of the wit- 
ty sensibility available full- 
strength in Colette’s own 
writing. 

And yet, readers will welcome 
Ms. Mitchell’s effort — not for 
the adulatory text, but for the 
pictures. Eighty-three illustra- 
tions include the most stimu- 
lating Colettiana: her one- 
legged, twin-bearded father, the 
Captain, propped against the 
farmhouse wall; herself at four- 
teen, sailorsuited in a ham- 
mock, with Mona Lisa half-smile 
and braids to her ankles — later 
metamorphosed to a plump- 
armed, pert odalisque, strateg- 
ically swathed in the skin of an 
unliterary lion. Her pretty, neg- 
lected daughter, the pets, the 
gardens, the defiant eyes of old 
age, intensified by artful make- 
up. A photogenic woman, she re- 
vealed herself with the same con- 
fidence to the camera as to pa- 
per.

THE WIZARD - FROM 
VIENNA: FRANZ ANTON 
MESMER by Vincent Bur- 
anelli, Coward, McCann & 
Geoghegan, 256 pp., $8.95. 

In 1773 Franz Anton Mesmer 
announced the discovery of a 
healing art he called “animal 
magnetism.” In less than five 
years it had spread across Eur- 
ope, and was being used to treat 
thousands for what we would to- 
day call psychosomatic ill- 
nesses. Mesmer’s own clinic was 
in Paris and what went on there 
bears noting. Patients were 
brought into a large, ill-lit room. 
From a corner music played soft- 
ly. In the middle of the floor were 
tubs containing ‘‘magnetic’”’ 
fluid. The patients took metal 
rods that protruded from the 
tubs and pressed them against 
the parts of their bodies which 
were giving trouble. Then Mes- 
mer appeared in a lilac taffeta 
robe, sweeping back and forth. 
When Mesmer sensed one of 
them entering into a “rapport,” 
he seated him/her such that he 
could hold their knees tightly be- 
tween his. He would then begin 
to stroke different parts of their 
body. This went on until a “cri- 
sis” had been reached, usually 
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by Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn

-etc. At this point the patient was 


taken to a special mattress-lined 
room to recover, 

However bizarre all this ap- 
pears now, mesmerism did: work 
and could cure psychosomatic 
illnesses. Even the investigatory 
bodies of two scientific aca- 
demies grudgingly acknow- 
ledged the efficacy of Mesmer’s 
healing art. What they could not 
stomach was Mesmer’s explan- 
ation of why it worked. The 
theory behind animal magne- 
tism was an improbably mix- 
ture of Newton, Descartes, and a 
couple just plain crackpot 18th- 
century metaphysicians. Mes- 
mer thought his therapeutic suc- 
cesses were due-to his ability to 
stimulate the flow of animal 
fluids that coursed through the 
universe, fluids that not only 
made for healthy personalities, 
but held the solar system to- 
gether as well. Where there was 
harmony in the cosmos there was 
“magnetic fluid.” 

Buranelli’s biography takes as 
its focus this push-pull in Mes- 
mer’s career between his real 
clinical insights into the nature 
of psychosomatic illnesses and 


‘his dogged insistence on ac- 


counting for these things in 
terms of his fluid. As Buranelli 
makes clear, this rigidity in Mes- 
mer eventually led to his fall 
from grace. Theatrical satires 
and a barrage of denunciatory 
pamphlets forced Mesmer into 
an early retirement in Switzer- 
land. He spent the last thirty 
years of his life tending to the 
everyday medical needs of the 
burghers in his small village. 
But the mesmerist movement 
was far‘from dead. Indeed, one of 
the surprisés of Buranelli’s book 
is mesmerism’s immense influ- 
ence. Its importance’ for psy- 
chiatry has been well-documen- 
ted. Mesmer put hypnosis and 
the concept of catharsis at the 
center of therapeutic techni- 
ques. But Mesmer also seems to- 
have been carefully read by Bal- 
zac, Hugo, Dickens, and Poe. A 
number of important political 
radicals in Paris got their start 
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before the revolution in mes- 
merist enclaves. Soon one be- 
gins to see, with Buranelli, that 
getting clear about Mesmer and 
his movement is of far more than 
just anecdotal interest.

Poets Into 
Ploughshares 


PLOUGHSHARES 2/4., edited 
by Frank Bidart, $2.95. 

There are poets who write 
poems to the mother and poets 
who write poems to the father. 
The poets in the current, and 
handsomely printed (kudos to 
the Barn Dream Press) issue of 
Ploughshares belong (with no- 
table exceptions) to the latter 
band of poets. Included in the is- 
sue is William Nestrick’s inte- 
resting essay on George Her- 
bert, which offers an interesting 
way of looking at poems to the 
father. This is one of several es- 
says in an issue that also con- 
tains interpolated pages of 
quotes from ancestral figures 
and translations from earlier po- 
ets (Dante, Horace, etc.) who be- 
lieved that art came out of an 
agon with the work of earlier art- 
ists. Nestrick is concerned with 
Herbert’s attempt to construct 
out of gift-giving an aesthetic 
which would undercut the dual- 
ism of complementary relation- 
ships, that would not make God 
and man seem like businessmen 
trying to outdo each other in gen- 
erosity and social virtue. Poems 
to the father are characterized 





by this dualism, or agon — face 
to face combat with the father 
for his estate or attributes. 
Sometimes, however, it’s the son 
who loses his attributes. 

The Robert Lowell poems in 
this issue of Ploughshares are in- 
teresting in this respect. What 
seems to exist in the poem “In 
the Ward” is an internalized 
father so rigid, so separated from 
the world himself, that he be- 
comes a form of psychic bond- 
age, a dream that possesses the 
son, filling him with a hunger 
that cannot be nourished and 
which compels him to eat or des- 
troy without limit. This incom- 
mensurability of self and spirit 
(‘Somewhere your spirit/led the 
highest life; all places matched/ 
with that place/come to. noth- 
ing’) is only rhetorically healed 
by Lowell’s appeal to the worth- 
lessness of his own commod- 
ities: “It’s an illusion death or 
technique/can. wring the truth 
from us like water.” 

One very unusual thing about 
this issue is that the poem I like 
best is by the editor, Frank Bi- 
dart. Called “Ellen West,’ the 
poem is based upon a case study 
by the existential psychoanalyst 
Ludwig Binswanger and rescues 
Ellen West’s psychic contradic- 
tions from Binswanger’s at- 


tempts to give them a false un- 
ity and transparency. 

Poets who write poems to the 
mother often identify the lost ob- 
ject the mother represents with 
their own selves. The mother is 
never internalized and therefore 
never given up. As in the case of 
Ellen West, the relationship re- 
mains symbiotic. Ellen feels that 
she is not whole and finds this 
belief in the faces of everyone (“I 
am crippled. I disappoint you’’). 
The périod of separation from 
the mother is also the period of 
the development of language. 
(This is-why I think the reflec- 
tions on language in a poem like 
“Ellen West” are more useful 
than the knowing lines of Octa- 
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vio Paz in which “The year’s 
doors open/like those of lan- 
guage.”) The creation of clear 
boundaries between the child 
and mother is also the creation of 
the possibility of exchange. In 
Ellen’s reflections on the dete- 
rioration of Maria Callas’s voice 
after her dramatic weight loss, 
she sees Callas, like herself, 
identifying completely with her 
loss, her incompleteness (‘‘Per- 
haps her mind/ravenous, still in- 
satiable, sensed/that to struggle 
with the shreds of a voice/must 
make her artistry subtler, more 
refined/more capable of express- 
ing humiliation/rage, be- 
trayal...”). Ellen West’s re- 
fusal to eat in also a refusal to 


speak, and her suicide her ulti- 
mate refusal of reciprocity. 

I also got a great deal of pleas- 
ure from Eleanor Ross Taylor’s 
“New Dust” (which treats Ran- 
dall Jarrell’s death through a 
poem to the mother), from 
Drummond de Andre’s “The 
Elephant” and from Joyce Pese- 
roff's ““The Hardness Scale.” At 
the exchange rate of $2.95, sup- 
porting this group of poets de- 
claiming their own insufficiency 
of means is almost an obliga-

The Cuckoo’s Nest 


Jack Nicholson Flies High 


By Janet Maslin 

Everyone expects the movie version of 
One Flew Over The Cuckoo’s Nest to be a 
huge success, even Ken Kesey. In a new 
paperback edition of the novel (complete 
with eight pages of pictures of Jack Nich- 
olson), he describes himself as ‘“scratch- 
ing. his athlete’s foot on his farm in Ore- 
gon, watching his kids and blueberries 
grow, and wondering hew he could have 
written a novel that sold all those copies, 
produced all those plays and prompted a 
multi-million dollar movie that’s going to 
fill all those theatre seats with all those 
paying patrons, yet have gleaned such a 
small sum for his own pocket.” The dis- 
gruntled Kesey has been threatening to 
organize a boycott of the picture, though 
no one'quite kriows where he expects to 
find an army of outraged fans who share 
his interest in the state.of his royalties. 

Kesey may not sound very appetizing, 
but you’ve got to say this much for him: 
he knows what he wants and he’s not the 
least bit confused about it. Such clarity of 
thought seems to be, on the basis of a re- 
cent New York press conference, in sur- 
prisingly short supply among the other 
principals involved with Kesey’s book and 
its film treatment. 

Of course, I may have been imagining 
this; having seen the film the night be- 
fore, I was confused enough myself. But it 
did seem as though the members of the 
Cuckoo panel — director Milos Forman, 
producers Michael Douglas and Saul 
Zaentz, plus a jet-lagged but very atten- 
tive Jack Nicholson — had a way of ex- 
changing uncomfortable glances and 
pausing for long periods when certain,sub- 
jects came up. It also became evident, af- 
ter a while, that the inviolability of Ke- 
sey’s novel was being invoked rather ar- 
bitrarily, and dropped like a hotcake at 
the mention of any change of which the 
filmmakers were proud. 
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Kesey’s book was first published in 
1962, and Milos Forman says he thinks “‘it 
was fortunate that the film was waiting so 
long to be done. If the film was done 10 
years ago, it would be much more serving 
the momental (sic) mores and fashions. 
All this psychedelic par-phernaalya and 
everything like that, which somehow is re- 
flected in the writing of the book, all this 
filtering through the head of the Indian 
and all this fog. This distance lets the 
fashionable part fall away.” 

But it’s also trué that the book has not 
aged particularly well, and that some of 
its central ideas seem as dated as the ac- 
id haze in which Kesey reportedly did 
much of his writing. The story, if you’re 
not among the three million paying cus- 
tomers who own copies of it, is about a 
free-spirited tough guy (or a “lusty, pro- 
fane, life-loving fighter,” as the book jack- 
et puts it) named McMurphy, who has 
gotten himself committed to a state men- 
tal hospital because he thinks life may be 
cushier there than on a prison farm. Mc- 
Murphy’s power struggle with the Big 
Nurse, who resents his efforts to foment 
rebellion among the other patients (in the 
book, their battles are described from the 
viewpoint of Chief Broom, a schizophre- 
nic, seven-foot-tall Indian), can also be 
seen as a political statement, or one about 
institutions in general, societal repres- 
sion, or what have you. As one quick-wit- 
ted fellow at the press conference put it, 
“Surely it’s not a movie about’ mental in- 
stitutions? That’s a metaphor, isn’t it?” 
“Right,” assented Nicholson with a sol- 
emn nod 

My first impression of the picture (and 
I ought to have a second impression by 
December 17, its scheduled opening date 
in Boston) was that it was an excellent 
screen translation of a less-than-excel- 
lent property, and that most of its short- 
comings — of which one is more aware af- 


ter the film is over than while watching it 
— derive directly from Kesey. Forman’s 
only’ way around the essential heavy- 
handedness of Kesey’s hospital setting 
was to shoot the thing relatively realis- 
tically, so that it need not necessarily 
have metaphorical overtones, and to com- 
pensate for the lost paranoia by adding a 
little creeping King of Hearts-ism. It cer- 
tainly looked, at one point in the picture, 
as though somebody thought crazy peo- 
ple, might be better off if they only had a 
“boisterous, brawling, fun-loving rebel” 
(book jacket again) like McMurphy to 
take them fishing. But Michael Douglas, 
for one, claimed he felt otherwise: ‘“There 
are some people with the idea that crazi- 
ness is just a point of view.,But when you 
go to some of these hospitals, you realize 
that there are some people who need help, 
who are definitely down-the-road wacko.” 
Another residual problem is Kesey’s 
raving misogyny, the very mention of 
which made Douglas and Zaentz look on 
the verge of hives. Forman was brusque 
but unruffled: ‘Well, if you read the book, 
you must agree that I like women much. 
more than Ken Kesey.” As for Nicholson, 
I asked him whether it was true (as the 
film journal Sight and Sound had repor- 
ted) that “‘six actresses, including Anne 
Bancroft and Angela Lansbury, turned 
the [Big Nurse] role down flat” because of 
the sexual implications of the picture. 
“Did you say sexual?” he inquired. Yes. 
“Thank you.” End of discussion. 
Actually, Forman’s cleverest dramatic 
modification of the story is his revamp- 
ing of the Big Nurse character, substan- 
tially humanized by Lawrence Hauben 
and Bo Goldman’s script and even more 
so by Louise Fletcher’s performance. “She 
hasn’t been softened,” Forman said. “But 
for me, it’s much more dramatic and tra- 
gic if the person is doing wrong believing

THE NIGHT CALLER. Directed by 
Jean Verneuil.

The trailer for The Night Caller is ter- 
rific, with its blood-red frames, its repet- 
itive stop-action, its chilling phone call. 
But if vicarious terror is what you like, 
you’d do better to look elsewhere; The

American Style, and also about as realis- 
tic. Despite the provocative title and the 
shrewd trailer, the picture doesn’t even 


have much to do with heavy breathers. _ 
To be sure, the movie’s publicity is 


playing the telephone angle for all it’s 
worth and then some. Columbia Pic- 


-tures, the American distributor of this 


French production, is flying a one-time 
detective from Los Angeles around the 
country to give expert witness about ob- 
scene phone calls, and how they terrify 
the bejesus out of thousands of women., 

The detective is Jack West, a portly, 
amiable fellow, now a private eye and a 
lecturer in criminology, who understands 
that his current role for Columbia is not to 
talk about the movie itself. Indeed, he 
cheerfully concedes he has seen only an 
early cut of The Night Caller, and that 
but once. His schedule, a running jumble 
of radio and TV appearances, lim- 
ousines, restaurants, airports and‘ im- 
pertinent reporters hardly leaves him lei- 
sure time enough to remember the name 
of the current city, never mind to see the 
movie in its final form. In Boston a couple 
of weeks ago he started a press luncheon 
with a plaintive question to his squires 
from Columbia about his itinerary: 
“Where will we be tonight?’’ He seemed 
neither pleased nor dismayed that the 
answer was Cleveland (about which Bill 
Lee once noted, ‘“‘Anyone who tells a good 
story about Cleveland is lying’). And 
West did not mind telling the assembled 
Boston press that he would be happy to 
get home. 

A few moments later he turned to the 
business at hand, a cheerful discussion of 
sexual crimes that might/or might not 
start out with one of those alarming phone 
calls. It was a delightful angle for three 
matronly movie reviewers in attendance; 
in a flash, they were telling West and the 
rest of the party about the midnight calls 
they had received. The piece de resis- 
tance was not their recollections, how- 
ever, but the detective’s account of a fel- 
law who liked women with — and here 
Jack West, surveying the guests, offered 
up a delicate pause — “big hips.” A 
supermarket was his hunting ground, and 
after trailing the most desirable shoppers 
to their homes he would stage nighttime 
raids, first masturbating on the front 
porch “‘like a wild animal leaving a spoor, 
and then he would enter the house and get 
a knife from the kitchen.” The ladies hes- 
itated over their salads while West, as ac- 
complished a storyteller as a sailor in a 
Conrad novel, took a bite of lobster be- 
fore going on. “He would go into their 
bedrooms, put a hand over their mouths, 
wake them up, force them into the kit- 
chen and force them to orally copulate 
[sic] him.” The ladies filled their note- 
books without taking even a bite of let- 
tuce. 

Masturbation was much on Jack West’s 
mind as he discussed the “modus operan- 
di — the MO” of the typical obscene cal- 
ler, who prepares himself for his work by 
arousing himself over centerfolds, ap- 
proaches orgasm, and then achieves it, if 
all goes well, in the midst of his call. It fol- 
lows therefore that the way to stop a cal- 
ler from achieving satisfaction is to hang 
up on him, just as the phone book says. 

But what did all this — Jack West’s 
parade of stories and demographics, his 
claims that obscene callers haven’t been 
treated humanely, his condemnation of 
imprisonment — what did all this have to 
do with The Night Caller? If Jack West 
was expansive, almost effusive, about sex- 
ual crimes, he was reticent.about the mo- 


vie. He would allow that The Night. 


Caller’s villain, whose pleasure isn’t ob- 
scene calls but the murder of women he 
considers promiscuous, is not typical, and 
he had a good word for the movie’s depic- 
tion of police work (though he wasn’t hap- 
py that at one point a detective takes a 
“cavalier” attitude when a woman com- 
plains she’s received a threatening call). 
Otherwise, he seemed to wish that no one 
at the luncheon would mention the damn- 
ed thing. / 
Still, a word about the product itself 
may be in order. The Night Caller ac- 
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Jack West, promoting detective, was near- 
ly effusive about sexual crimes. 


tually does begin with an obscene phone 
call to Lea Masari, who played the reck- 
lessly sensual mother in Murmur of the 
Heart. Here, however, she has a very 
small part: a moment after receiving the 
call, she stumbles in terror out of her 
high-rise apartment, unfortunately choos- 
ing a window for her exit. The rest of her 
role is taken over by a rapidly falling 
dummy. Thereafter, Jean-Paul Belmon- 
do, “looking weary but game, executes 
more feats of gratuitous derring-do as a 
detective in search of the caller than 
Douglas Fairbanks and Harold Lloyd did 
in their whole careers. He also executes al- 
most as many feats of gratuitous vio- 
lence, much of it in connection with the 
irrelevant but prolonged pursuit of a 
gangster who seems to have turned up in 
The Night Caller after having escaped 
Belmondo in some other movie. Or per- 
haps this parenthesis is just an example of 
artistic trendiness, a reminder that the 
lives of the characters are not confined to 
the action of the main plot. 

Night Caller is also technologically 
trendy, as the police fuss with dazzling 
sound studios and computers and the 
criminal threatens to blow up a luxury 
skyscraper unless he gets an airliner. In 
the end, Belmondo and a crew of com- 
mandos save the day by crashing into an 
apartment as though from heaven itself, 
descending from helicopters like aven- 
ging angels. Even this classical allusion is 
no accident, since the movie is filled with 
a good deal of nonsense about the Divine 
Comedy. This desperate melange, -how- 
ever, is utterly self-defeating. The Night 
Caller is just one silly gimmick after ano- 
ther. 


Cute Kojak

Inside Out is an amusing caper film to 
be prized more for its fragile mood of good 
humor than for the thrills it provides. The 
scenario is familiar enough: a handful of 
World War II vets from both sides at- 
tempt to track down a Nazi gold ship- 
ment misplaced during the last days of 
the fighting. The only person who knows 
the gold’s whereabouts is a Rudolph Hess 
type named Holtz who is living out the 
rest of his days in a maximum security 
prison under 24-hour surveillance. The 
real core of the picture involves the ef- 
forts of the adventurers to spring Holtz, 
trick him into spilling his secret, and re- 
turn him to his hole before the incident is 
discovered. 

As a former POW camp commandant, 
James Mason sparks the whole stunt by 
getting in touch with his most successful 
escapee, Telly Savalas (whose role as a 
glad-handing, high-living London broker 
was originally meant for James Coburn). 
Savalas brings to the picture his lovable 
mannerisms and “hale fellow well met” 
manner. When gesturing to others or 
drinking, he daintily crooks a pinkie in 
the air; he kisses ladies’ hands and gen- 
erally establishes himself as the life of the 
party. Later, disguised in a very tricky 
situation as an American colonel, Saval- 
as cannot resist hamming it up for the 








* benefit of the ignorant soldiers, his only 


audience. A cruel critic might say that 
Savalas is simply playing Kojak for his 
TV fans, but he isn’t. He’s playing Telly 
Savalas, who, like John Wayne, is a spe- 
cific character applicable to a vast num- 
ber of different settings. .

We like our singer-songwriters self-ab- 
sorbed — that’s their stock in trade. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of us have paid good 
money to listen to James Taylor talk 
about how depressing it is to hear himself 
on the jukebox; to Carole King pine over 
how far away everybody is; to Jackson 
Browne get all weepy about how bad 
things are these days. We let them do a 
little suffering for us — and the best of 


them come up with some serviceable * 


ideas about that suffering. 

But I think a lot of listeners, even die- 
hard Joni Mitchell fans, are going to have 
a hard time swallowing the packaging of 
The Hissing Of Summer Lawns (Asy- 
lum). The cover shows a bunch of Injuns 
(or some such “primitives”) lugging an 
enormous serpent onto the lawn (pre- 
sumably a summer lawn) of modern civ- 
ilization (suburban homes amid _ sky- 
scrapers). On the inner jacket we find our 
lady of the canyon supine in a swimming 
pool, clad in a skimpy bikini. Fine — if 
you've got it, flaunt it. And there’s no rea- 
son for poets to hide their bodies anyway. 
But the accompanying text, precious as a 
coed’s diary, makes the pose seem a trifle 
indulgent: ““The performances,” it reads 
in part, ‘“‘were guided by the given com- 
positional structures and the audibly in- 
spired beauty of every player. The whole 
unfolded like a mystery .... Henry — 
more than an engineer — Lewy and his 
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oetry and All -

assistant Ellis Sorkin, piloted these tapes 


to their destination. .. 2’ You get the pic- 
ture. 

What’s so unfortunate about this cover 
is that it causes us, at least initially, to 
misjudge the book. The Hissing Of Sum- 
mer Lawns, with the exception of several 
musically excessive numbers (‘“The Jun- 
gle Line” and ‘‘Shadows and Light’’), has 
less “I’’ ’s than anything else Mitchell has 
recorded. This isn’t necessarily good or 
bad, but it shows that this singer-song- 
writer understands the limits of confes- 
sional lyrics. Mitchell gives us songs 
about adolescent love (‘In France They 
Kiss On Main Street’’) and aging (‘‘Sweet 
Bird’’); sensuality (‘“The Jungle Line’’) 
and the repression of sensuality (the title 
song and “Shades Of Scarlet Conquer- 
ing’); male chauvinism (“Don’t Inter- 
rupt The Sorrow’’) and bohemian chau- 
vinism (““The Boho Dance’’). But she does 
most of this through stories, ostensibly 
about other people, instead of through the 
very forceful first-person impressions she 
registered with such unerring rightness on 
Court And Spark, 

It’s altogether probable that The Hiss- 


Mitchell Jilts Pop 


ing Of Summer Lawns is a conscious at- 
tempt on Mitchell’s part to free herself 
from the constraints of romantic song- 
writing and the pop sensibility. The lyr- 
ics here are often more difficult and less 
sonorous than before, the melodies less 
pointed, with fewer hooks. In other words, 
this new album is going to be inaccessible 
to most of the people who were intro- 
duced to Mitchell by “Help Me” and 
Miles Of Aisles. Her singing, material and 
accompaniment are almost more jazz 
than rock, and not in the style of the cur- 
rent rock-jazz synthesis, which has a rela- 
tively wide audience, but in the Lam- 
bert, Hendricks and Ross bop vocal man- 
ner. 

Some seem to think Mitchell sounds 
wrong singing compositions with a jazz 
base — I don’t. Her voice is cool and flexi- 
ble, with a lot of range in dynamics and 
pitch, and it can be extremely subtle — 
Mitchell has much of the basic equip- 
ment of a Betty Carter. Moreover, the di- 
rection her lyrics are taking calls for a mu- 
sic with adult overtones and plenty of mu- 
sical room in which to move. So I have no 
qualms with the musical intentions of the 


new album. It seems to me, though, that 
Mitchell’s intellectual ideals have taken 
over. The Hissing Of Summer Lawns, for 
all its finger-pointing at repression, is ra- 
ther bloodless. 


Part of the problem is a lack of histor- 
ical precedent. Few pop albums have 
wanted to be this serious, to make such 
wide-ranging statements in such an unre- 
mittingly poetic manner. There are no 
guidelines, no signposts. Court And 
Spark, Blood On The Tracks and Still 
Crazy After All These Years are all bril- 
liant achievements, the cream of the gen- 
re, but they are still pop music. Joni Mit- 
chell seems to have points to make, and 
the hell with the fans. She demands a 
heavy work-out of the listener’s intellect 
(not that her other albums didn’t), but 
she refuses this time.to sweeten the pot 
with catchy melodies and love songs. 


Having never been this far out to sea 
before, Mitchell seems to have gone over- 
board. Her albums have been so powerful 
because of a felicitous blend of heart and 
mind. Ideas had emotional concom- 
itants, personal references to life and love 
that drove home larger points. The latest 
lp only has the larger points. They’re good 
ones, to be sure, and the narratives that 
carry them suggest that Mitchell is pro- 
viding her artistry with plenty of room for 
growth. But big ideas, by themselves, are 
not enough.

Chick Corea: Re-run to forever

“And now,”’ Dizzy Gillespie is 
in the habit of saying, “I'd like to 
introduce the members of -tthe 
band”’ — after which the music- 
ians begin shaking hands with 
each other. Not a particularly in- 
spired bit, but far superior to the 
tag-team fawning indulged in by 
Return to Forever. A large and 
responsive Orpheum audience 
heard the superlatives flow: here 
on stage stood Stanley Clarke, 
“the greatest bass player on the 
planet’’; Lenny White, “my fa- 
vorite drummer on the planet”; 
Al DiMeola, “the man who had 
the pleasure of being voted best 
new guitarist by Guitar Player 
magazine”; and Chick Corea, “‘a 
great influence on many music- 
ians and non-musicians.” All of 
this and more was accompanied 
by cutesy-poo bows and the col- 
lective snapping of bubble gum. 

Such is the price of superstar- 
dom — together with much tech- 
nically proficient but ultimately 
empty music. As an admirer of 
the earlier work of Corea and 
Clarke, I was extremely disap- 
pointed. The riffs are getting 
simpler and more mechanical, 
the execution more rote, the 
stage attitude more obviously 
condescending and cloying. The 
trading of phrases among like- 
sounding instruments, an idea 
introduced by the Mahavishnu 
Orchestra, has become an ob- 
session on such RTF pieces as 
“Vulcan Worlds.” The band’s 
ability to duplicate immedi- 
ately flashy lines at high speeds 
is impressive, but what is the 
musical point? The crowd, I 
should add, felt differently and 
loved the entire experience. 

Acoustic instruments ap- 
peared in the second half of the 
concert but made no substantial 
musical difference, although 
each player had impressive solo 
moments. Stanley Clarke, de- 
servedly the audience favorite, 
was the most exceptional but, as 
on his new Journey to Love al- 
bum, he spent excessive time op- 
erating below his creative po- 
tential. Ditto for Corea and the 
others — success seems to be 
draining the music of content 
and leaving a virtuosic veneer.

PAUL SIMON 
Music Hall 

What you noticed first was the 
audience: no high school kids. 
There were the late 20s, those 
who'd been hearing Simon for all 
these years, knowing him when 
tacky and when stunning; and 
the early 20s, those who were 
most, maybe only, familiar with 
the three solo albums (those for 
whom Simon is of a kind with 
Jackson Browne, only Browne 
sings of teenage pregnancy and 
Simon of divorce and other 
losses, including that of child- 
hood). Something of the same 
audience must show up at Dy- 
lan concerts. Truly, as "70s pop 
fizzles, the ’60s live again. 

Beyond this were discrepan-

cies unusual for a pop concert. 
Simon’s albums speak inti- 
mately and with pained resigna- 
tion about even adult love’s fail- 
ures and how small its successes 
are. I find them quite de- 
pressing and potent. Yet here, 
starting out lackadaisically so- 
lo, is this very short, casual, 
schleppy guy. At the start, no 
drive; the rhythms in “Me and 
Julio” are chunka-chunka pre- 
dictable. So it goes for several 
familiar numbers. Does anyone 
else squirm? But then, of a sud- 
den, Simon magically summons 
scads of musicians, seemingly 
one by’one, from a string quar- 
tet to jazzy chromatic harmon- 
icist Toots Thielmans. The cali- 
ber of sidepersons is high; some 
are allowed to step out, like 
Toots or the sax man (Dave San- 
born) who has such a good time 
at the end of “Have a good 
Time.” Simon is charged by 
them; sometimes he runs the 
whole shebang confidently, de- 
murely. Yet, as necessary, he sits 
back and listens. He knows he’s 
no star figure, not even close. He 
also knows how extraordinarily 
musical he is (a side of his tal- 
ent little remarked). What’s of- 
fered the ear is of the highest 
quality; it’s just not your usual 
popstar evening. 

As Simon does more and more 
early stuff the old fans start 
breathing heavily. The banal 
(even if hate-filled) current hit, 
“‘My Little Town,” doesn’t break 
this momentum. It could be a 
Brandeis dorm some winter 
night in 1967. “We love you, 
Paul,’”’ shouts a turtle-necked 30- 
year-old who’s probably now a 
psychiatric resident at Tufts, or 
maybe a legal aid lawyer. “Aw, 
go on,”” Simon comes back, at 
once disbelieving and mocking 
his disbelief. His stage banter is 
easy, poised. But after all these 
years, he’s still crazy. 

The second half of the evening 
is seamless; the solo material is 
wide-ranging and moving. And 
eventually we get the Jessy Dix- 
on singers. They too do their own 
material — the most heated gos- 
pel — and nearly lift the Music 
Hall off the ground. Simon joins 
them for “‘Bridge”’ (he still leaves 
in the stupid closing “Silver 
Girl” stanza), ‘“Loves Me Like a 
Rock” and others. Things now 
are so stirring that no one’s both- 
ered by the slightly ridiculous 
sight of three black women and 
one black man, all very tall, dig- 
nified and vividly dressed, tow- 
ering over a tiny, balding, white, 
Woody Allen type in denim — 
who’s in charge. Their being 
trotted out on this tour, in front 
of audiences who’d never go to 
see-them otherwise, would be bi- 
zarre if Simon weren't so cool 
about it all and so evidently 
close to them. And, as I said, he 
has already done stuff like 
‘‘America,’’ ‘“‘Something So 
Right” and the superb work from 
the’ new release. He has us rapt. 
After he leaves, encore lust 
strikes. 

I long for that complicated 
technological fantasy, ‘“‘Koda-

Bobby Womack: SAFETY 
ZONE (UA) 

After four years as his own pro- ° 
ducer, Bobby Womack, spurred 
by the indifferent commercial 
‘and critical reaction to his last 
album, J Don’t Know What The 
World Is Coming To, has sought 
outside help. Yet, oddly enough, 
Womack’s choice as producer, 
David Rubinson, the man res- 
ponsible for refurbishing the 
Pointer Sisters and Herbie Han- 
cock, is barely noticed here; and 
despite all the hoopla, Safety 
Zone is- yet another erratic 
Womack disc. 

Like all Bobby Womack al- 
bums, Safety Zone has much to 
recommend it. “I Wish It Would 
Rain” is an adaption of the 
Temptations’ song that rivals 
the original; a Dixie Humming- 
birds-styled chorus is fashioned 
at the refrain (“Oh it’s gonna be 
some rain’”’) and Bobby delivers 
an appropriately churchy vocal 
that breathes new life into a 
seemingly untouchable Motown 
standard. Both “Trust In Me” 
and “Daylight” evoke the mood 
and spirit of the marvelous Facts 
of Life lp, and the two self-pen- 
ned numbers are further tribute 
to his skill as a consummate 
songwriter. 

Unfortunately, as on other 
Womack records, the excess is 
here, too. “I Feel a Groove”’ is a 
frantic attempt to recreate his 
most successful dance song, “I 
Can Understand It,” but its 
eight minutes plus are hamp- 
ered by a rigid melodic struc- 
ture. “Everything’s Gonna Be 
Alright’”’ is burdened by the type 
of sleazy psychedelia that Nor- 
man Whitfield used to dredge up 
for the Temptations, while the 
oft-recorded “Something You 
Got” is given a reggae treat- 
ment that fails to comprehend 
the subtlety of its Jamaican mo- 
dels. 

Occasionally Womack’s ex- 
periments outside his comfor- 
table gospel/soul terrain are in- 
teresting. More often than not, 
though, they betray his stub- 
born lack of perspective. Des- 
pite an enticing cover, Safety 
Zone is a frustratingly incom- 
plete album that fails to rival the 
impact of either Communica- 
tion or Facts of Life.

and/or heavy metal. Eric Car- 
men & Co. never wholly trans- 
cended their derivativeness, but 
their records, which Capitol nev- 
er seemed to know how to pro- 
mote, were bursting with fun and 
energy. Even four years later, 
their first and only big hit, 
“Please Go All the Way,” still 
dazzles. ““No Hard Feelings,” an 
extraordinary autobiographical 
rocker on Eric Carmen, puts the 
dilemma, which proved to be the 
Raspberries’ undoing, in a nut- 
shell: “Caught in a rock and roll 
time warp/.Just tryin’ to find the 
way to get out.” 

As a way out, Eric Carmen is 
eminently understandable but 
also unfortunate. For the ave- 
nue of escape leads directly tc 
Barry Manilow, the most com- 
mercially successful performer 
on the label to which Carmen 
has moved. The album closes, 
significantly, with “On Broad- 
way,” and the kid from Cleve- 
land has set his sights on New 
York schlock. Carmem is such a 
facile master of seemingly every 
pop genre that the record, lav- 
ishly symphonic, - accomplishes 
its aims and then some. But who 
would want ersatz Rachman- 
inoff rather than red-blooded 
rock? The answer, alas, is the 
millions who are mad for 
Manilow. ; 

By believing in the Beatles, 
Raspberries also adhered to the 
concept of the group, another 
casualty of the atomized ’70s. 
The lushness of Eric Carmen of- 
ten seems lifeless: the orchestral 
backdrops can’t match the per- 
sonality of an honest-to-god 
band such as the Raspberries. 
Thus the rockers sound perfunc- 
tory, and Carmen’s emphasis on 
piano at the expense of guitar 
(another nod toward Manilow) 
adds to the air of impersonal sen- 
timentality. 

Nonetheless, Eric Carmen is a 
poignant album if only for the ly- 
rics, which, especially on the se- 
cond side, chronicle the demise 
of the Raspberries, and Car- 
men’s drive toward stardom. 
He’s a great yearner — for love 
and money — and he croons with 
a stirring intensity. Nor has. he 
forgotten all his old tricks: “Sun- 
rise’ suddenly flowers into “I 
Can Hear Music” and “No Hard 
Feelings” echoes “Long Cool

Woman in a Black Dress” by the 
Hollies (who once bumped the 
Raspberries from an American 
tour when Carmen and the gang 
started stealing the show). “My 
Girl” — not Smokey Robinson’s 
song — rings with the Raspber- 
ries’ zest. But Eric Carmen still 
seems a misdirected album, all 
the more so since the.suicide of 
Badfinger’s Pete Ham and the 
collapses of Stories and Big Star. 
Carmen had the sound of the 
’60s almost all to himself, but his 
eye is now on Broadway.

choose to play alone. When the 
musician’s own limits are severe 
the experience can turn quite te- 
dious (a good example being Mal 
Waldron’s Blues for Lady Day on 
Arista-Freedom); the pianists re- 
viewed here show enough ima- 
gination and keyboard adept- 
ness to sustain 40-odd highly in- 
dividual minutes apiece. 

Weston follows the orchestral 
piano tradition of his idols El- 
lington and Monk, a tradition 
that can be quite dark and som- 
ber — as it generally is on Blues 
to Africa. I miss the more lil- 
ting, dance-oriented moods of 
Randy’s combo and orchestral 
recordings, which would have of- 
fered welcome leavening to the 
starker tones of even the up-tem- 
po performances here. We do get 
to hear at great length a great pi- 
ano player getting a beautiful 
“black classical” sound from the 
keyboard. The percussive touch 
and appreciation of overtones 
which Weston, ‘closer to Elling- 
ton than any other pianist, dis- 
plays here, inform even simple 
octaves with a bluesy disson- 
ance. 

Borah Bergman is a product of 
a later tradition: his hyperkin- 
etic; irregular lines obviously de- 
rive from Cecil Taylor (try as 
Nat Hentoff’s liner notes might 
to argue that Bergman is ab- 
solutely unique). Yet Bergman 
has made a significant addition 
to the new music genre, for he 
has painstakingly developed a 
left hand as strong and facile as 
his right. The effect of both 
hands simultaneously scurrying 
forward, the -high-energy lines 
colliding and overlapping with- 
out the usual punctuation of 
chordal or cluster ‘“‘comping,”’ is 
astonishing, particularly on the 
side-long “Perpetual Springs,” 
in which each hand’ creates a 
self-contained improvisation for 
a separate speaker. “The Third 
Hand,” for left hand only, clar- 
ifies Bergman’s unprecedented 
technical. accomplishment. This 
music is unceasingly harsh and 
near-manic (perfect back- 
ground for readirig Jerzy Kosin- 
ski!) and sure to unsettle many 
listeners, but those receptive to 
new. music will agree that Berg- 
man is an important new voice. 

For a reflective change of pace, 
try In My Own Time, produced

at~home by local pianist Ste- 
phen Merriman. A man who 
would rather caress than pum- 
mel the keys, Merriman is alter- 
nately tranquil and vivacious in 
11_ original compositions. Al- 
though recorded during a hot 
spell last July, the music is mar- 
ked by a mature warmth and re- 
flection that seem perfect for au- 
tumn. No new ground is broken 
here, but the music is comfor- 
table and the sound quality 
good. In My Own Time can be 
obtained by writing Avon Hill 
Records at 63 Avon Hill St., 
Cambridge 02140.

SCHUMANN: Frauenliebe 
und -leben; SCHUBERT:

Since Elly Ameling is a known 
quantity, you will hardly need 
this review to tell you that she 
sings this music with the stan- 
dard Ameling virtues of (we are 
so spoiled) impeccable intona- 
tion, clear enunciation, and a 
sensitive awareness of rhythmic 
and verbal values. And she re- 
frains from ‘‘acting out” or over- 
inflecting for the benefit of those - 
without fluency in German. 
(Texts and translations are in- 
cluded.) For these and other 
reasons, Ameling’s readings of 
the song literature wear unu- 
sually well. 

The Frauenliebe und -leben is 
rather wonderful. Chamisso’s 
words deal a little fulsomely with 
the subject of domestic bliss, and 
in a way that 20th-century sen- 
sibilities will find uncomfortab- 
ly sexist — well, now we have 
that common objection out of 
the way.- The music, however, 
shows Schumann’s. vocal wri- 
ting at its most melodious, 
eventful and concise. Since its 
range lies somewhat low, it is a 
piece often recorded by sopra- 
nos on the way to retirement. 
That’s not the case with Ame- 
ling, of course; she brings to it an 
entirely plausible vocal quality 
that is somewhere between girl- 
ish and womanish. “Du Ring an 
meinem Finger” is a marvelous 
study in light and shadow that 
makes you forget, for the mil- 
lionth time, that Ameling’s voice 
is not by nature a huge, lustrous 
instrument. I commend to you 
her registration, in the last song, 
of the words “Die Welt ist leer’”’ 
(“The world is empty’’). 

There is instruction and de- 
light aplenty in the 10 Schubert 
songs on the overside, which in- 
clude “Das Lied im Gruenen”’ 
and “Fischerweise.’”’ Pianist Dal- 
ton Baldwin, as usual, plays with 
an art that conceals art. The re- 
corded quality is clear but a lit- 
- more glassy than it ought to

Rattling Through the Void i in Adidas Sneakers 


SPARED, written and di- 
rected by Israel Horovitz. With 
Lenny Baker. At the Spingold 
Theater, Brandeis University. 
Closed. 


If we are willing to entertain 
the possibility that there are no 
new ideas under the sun, if we 
will consider neat Paint By 
Numbers an art form, then, per- 
haps, Spared is more than a 
biting “Son of Krapp.” Cer- 
tainly Israel Horovitz extracts 
substance from his preponder- 
ant influences with a scientist’s 
skill, rendering a pithy, all-Ame- 
rican amalgam of Beckett, Iones- 
co, Pinter — and it seems he’s 
experimenting eith a Joyce- 
graft. This Horovitz, rattling 
through the Void in his Adidas 
sneakers, decorating the dark- 
ness with “lithographs by Bas- 
kin and Robbins,” aiming his 
Ford LTD defiantly at that No 
Exit sign, is perversely, tersely 
comic — if less affecting than 
Beckett with his sad clowns in 
urns, cans and heaps. 

For all his pretension (of which 
we were treated to an ample dose 
at Brandeis two weeks ago when 
the author appeared to intro- 
duce his play and to regale us 
with his understandably “failed 
writings”) and blatant pilfer- 
age, Horovitz is a sharp word- 
smith, a wizard of bizarre de- 
tail. His Beckett is specially in- 
cubated in the stuffy womb of 
Wakefield, where the poet grew 
up conspicuously Jewish. Nat- 
urally, he became a writer and 
trundled off to RADA, then Par- 
is, braying a French that would 
crumble Berlitz and tippling 
with his Absurdist idols. If he’d 
drop their styles instead of their 
names, Horovitz might become a 
major writer. Certainly he has

the talent. 

Spared, performed here in an- 
ticipation of a December en- 
gagement at New York’s Phoe- 
nix Theatre, is an hour-long 
monologue delivered by a shrewd 
old man, more than 60 times a 
bungled suicide. He floats be- 
fore us in a shrouded stuffed 
chair, having been kidnaped by a 
menacing Italian married to a 
“bald contralto.” (The literati 
will have their little jokes.) 
About his odd circumstances or 
the still stranger 68-year odys- 
sey that has brought him to so 
little, the character is pretty dis- 
passionate. His keenest regret 
seems to be that he isn’t telling 
his tale more elegantly. 

The man is Krapp without 
auditory aids, Winnie of Happy 
Days, the author’s own Alfred of 
Wakefield reliving his father’s 
life and dogged by his father’s re- 
jection, real or imagined. ‘‘Poor 
child,” a disembodied sing-song 
voice, seemingly the character’s 
own but identified as his moth- 
er’s, interjects into these black- 
comedy reflections. Occasion- 
ally, the man makes another 


half-hearted suicide attempt; al- 
ways, he is “spared.” It was ever 
thus, he confides, having sur- 
vived double'death pacts, ‘“Pol- 
ish roulette” (in which all the 
chambers of the pistol are filled 
save one), mutually antagonis- 
tic tapeworms, automobile mis- 
haps,.a spate of terminal dis- 
eases. 

Whether he is dying or not, the 
character’s life chugs before him, 
a hodgepodge of the American 
Dream and Existential Despair. 
He was never happier, he re- 
calls, than when he lived unen- 
cumbered in a solitary room with 
one “plump volume of verse and 
stacks of dirty dishes. His love- 
life has consisted of lackluster, 
insular affairs; his worklife of 
dull jobs that culminated in sell- 
ing unprecedented numbers of 
policies to hapless folks who 
quickly died. There was a big- 
bosomed wife whose chronic hic- 
cups drove him to drive her off a 
cliff, and.a son of whom little is 
remembered but that he, like al- 
most everybody in Horovitz’s 
plays, was called Alfred. Per- 
haps it’s Yiddish for Godot. 


Lenny Baker, an actor seen 
here most recently in the aby- 
smal comedy, The Soft Touch, 
plays the wry protagonist very 
cannily, exhibiting a fine comic 
knack and a collection of weird 
little voices, the transitions be- 
tween them sometimes jarringly 
adolescent. Baker is definitely 
easier to watch for an hour than 
Horovitz. He slices the author’s 
imagery cleanly and shows 
Spared to its best advantage. - 


Phoenix Follies

THE PHOENIX by Paris K. C. 
Barclay. Directed by Steven 
Crist. Choreographed by Ker- 
rie Lipsky. Lighting by Mich- 
ael Hartman. At Adams 
House, Harvard University. 


The Phoenix, an original stu- 
dent musical which had its de- 
but at Harvard’s Adams House, 
is about the Boston Phoenix — 
not the Greek one. Set in those 
pre-inflation days when the pap- 
er was hawked for’a quarter, the 


world in which practically every- 
one advertises in the ‘‘Per- 
sonals.’’ With a plot as discom- 
bobulated as its characters, The 
Phoenix takes many impetuous 
detours before reaching the con- 
clusion that such advertising 
comes to naught. 

The dialogue is often melo- 
dramatic, occasionally idiotic, 
but then, so are the Phoenix per- 
sonals. The evening’s salvation 
lies in its creator’s grasp of the 
archetypal elements of the Am- 
erican musical. Paris Barclay, a 
Harvard sophomore who has al- 
ready produced three shows, 
makes satirical reference to a 
staggering number of Broadway 
hits. Although I began to lose 
track as the evening wore on, 
there were musical jibes at Com- , 
pany, Bye, Bye, Birdie, Hello 
Dolly!, My Fair Lady, Trouble in 
Tahiti, and How Now, Dow 
Jones. Barclay even inserted in- 
to the mouth of one of his char- 
acters an extremely unfavorable 
review of Bob Fosse’s Chicago. 

When he was not sniping at 
the work of others, composer 
Barclay came up with some mel- 
odic nosegays of his own. He dis- 
played his inventive musicality 
in “The Second Time” and “I 
Love the Boy/Girl/Love,” and 
his wacky way with a lyric in 
“Everyone Loves the Ingenu,” 
“This Is A Parade Song” and 
‘“Give Sartre and Camus a 
Hand.” Unfortunately, with the 
notable exceptions of Marc 
Johnson and chorus girl Carol 
Ostrow, the Harvard cast did not 
exhibit the vocal sophistication 
required by the extraordinary 
score. Next time Barclay and di- 
rector Steven Crist cast a show, 
they might do well to follow the 
advice of the title song and “put 
their ad in the Phoenix.”

I hadn’t been to the Panopti- 
con Gallery in months, and it 
was more than a slight surprise 
to fumble down the narrow stairs 
and be confronted with color 
prints. Since color photography 
is at least 35 times as expensive 
as black-and-white work, it’s un- 
usual to find any in a small Bos- 
ton gallery. But there was some- 
thing even stranger about the 
pictures on Panopticon’s walls 
than could be explained by any 
simple economic observation. 

You always get an overall im- 
pression about a photo show 
even before you bother to look 
closely at the pictures. Some- 
thing about the way they’re hung 
or printed usually gives a strong 
feeling — and the general im- 
pression from the color photo- 
graphs by Arthur Seigel there in 
that basement was somehow dis- 
concerting. The colors, the com- 
positions — something — re- 
minded me of an old Life maga- 
zine. 

But upon close examination it 
developed that these photo- 
graphs really had very little in 
common with Life-like photog- 
raphy. My first impression had 
come from the colors. These are, 
in the words of Panopticon own- 
er Tony Deaconess, “vintage” 
dye transfer prints, made be- 
tween 1947 and 1952, when the 
process was in its infancy. That 
fact, plus some ineffable nu- 
ances of style and period pecu- 
liar to the early ’50s, gave the 
Siegel show away as being “old” 
even before I noticed the skirt 
lengths and the big yellow De- 
Soto taxis that recur in some of 
the street scenes. 

Arthur Siegel is 62. He has 
been a photography writer, lec- 
turer, academic and freelance 
magazine photographer. Siegel, 
one of the first people to make 
serious use of 35 mm color, is also 
one of the unsung trendsetters in 
modern photography. The prints 
on display at Panopticon look 
primitive: color photographs re- 
flecting the established black- 
and-white styles of their day. In 
many cases, in fact, the color 
adds little to the concept; in a 
few too many cases the color 
carries an otherwise uninte- 
resting picture; but in a handful 
of instances it is obvious that 
Seigel was attempting to use col- 
or properly — not as a crutch or 
an end in itself, but as a valid 
and contributing element. These

pictures represent an experi- 
mental era in color photography 
and printing. It’s remarkable 
that the show doesn’t rely solely 
on such an excuse for its inte- 
rest. There are genuine suc- 
cesses here — albeit dated ones. 
The exhibit closes December 4. 
* * * 

“Now that I think about it,” 
Sally Mann confessed, “this is a 
very safe show. If people think 
those silver prints are too kinky 
they can come over to this wall 
and look at the platinum prints. 
If the platinum prints are too 
straight they can walk over 
there.” 

I'd just been apologizing to the 
staff at the Enjay Gallery for 
coming in so close to the closing 
of their current exhibit when in 
walked Sally Mann, whose work 
adorned the walls around us. So I 
reconsidered. The show, “Prints 
in Platinum and Silver,” was so 
different from anything I’d ex- 
pected that it deserves to be dis- 
cussed even if it will be packed 


up and shipped off to Virginia by 
the time anyone reads this. 

Sally Mann’s platinum prints 
are, as she points out, 
“straight.” They are beautiful, 
full tonal-range pictures of peo- 
ple, scenes, old houses — old 
everything, in fact. Even the 
people are timeless. You could 
believe that any of the shots 
(with the exception of the old 
Buick hubcap) was 75 years old. 
The subjects (even the hubcap) 
are totally appropriate to the 
crisp, brown-tone platinum 
prints, a favorite medium of ear- 
ly masters. 

“Everything here is old,” 
Mann explained. “Of course in 
Virginia you don’t have much 
choice . I don’t do old- 
looking things on platinum on 
purpose. A picture has to have 
something in it with the right 
texture to take advantage of the 
platinum tones... .I can’t seea 
modern street scene working 
very weil.” 

“What about a_ turn-of-the- 


century street scene?” I asked, 
still suspicious that Sally Mann 
was unconsciously parodying old 
photographs. 

“T could see that,’’ she an- 
swered. “But maybe a turn-of- 
the-century street scene had dif- 
ferent textures — more wood 
perhaps.” 

Making platinum prints is a 
complicated procedure. Sally 
Mann even makes her own prin- 
ting paper and produces some of 
the finest modern platinum 
prints I’ve seen. She admits that 
platinum yields a narrowly de- 
fined style of print. Not every 
picture is appropriate to that 
style, but Mann has yet to put 
her finger on the essential dif- 
ferences that determine whether 
a photo will work in platinum. 
Obviously, though, she has a 
practical feel for what will and 
what won’t. 

Across the room from the pla- 
tinums, Enjay displayed a se- 
ries of large-format silver prints. 
Sally explains, “I tried all of 


those in platinum and they just 
didn’t work.” 

The silver prints are hard-con- 
trast. They depend on patches of 
bright light, blinding reflections 
or other dramatic interplays of 
light and object for their effect. 
It’s easy to see why these photo- 
graphs — all gleam and flash — 
wouldn’t stand up in the muted 
browns of platinum printing. In 
heavy black-and-white, they 
stand up very well and consti- 
tute some of the most inte- 
resting impressionistic photo 
work to hit town in some time. 

* * * 

Enjay was selling Sally 
Mann’s prints for $50 and $75. 
For less serious collectors they 
also carry photographer bubble- 
gum cards. Really. 

Somebody on the West Coast 
named Mike Mandel has col- 
lected black-and-white pictures 
of 134 famous and semi-famous 
photographers posing with base- 
ball gloves, bats, etc. and is sell- 
ing them in sets of 10 (plus a gen- 
uine stick of stale Topps chewing 
gum) for one dollar. They’re 
smaller than baseball trading 
cards but the print quality is 
better. Like their major league 
counterparts, the photographer 
cards are sold in random clus- 
ters — you never know whom 
you're going to get. Included are 
such unlikelies as Minor White, 
Carl Chiarenza, Arnold New- 
man, Beaumont Newhall, Imo- 
gen Cunningham, Duane Mich- 
als and Bunny Yeager (Bunny is 
the glamor photographer-model 
whose ads for books she wrote 
about “photographing myself” 
are in the back pages of Popular 
Photography). 

People are expected to buy, 
collect and trade these cards, 
which obviously won’t happen, 
but as an ambitious piece of con- 
ceptual art, Mike Mandel’s gim- 
mick is a masterpiece. He even 
gives us vital statistics printed 
on the back of each card, in- 
cluding things like “throws left, 
bats right,” and categories like 
height, weight, favorite camera, 
favorite film, favorite developer 
and favorite publication. From 
this we can learn that Duane 
Michals was born in McKees- 
port, Pennsylvania (poor man). 

The Enjay people say the 
cards are selling like mad. 
Christmas must be coming. Any- 
one have an Imogen Cunning- 
ham for a Bill Owens and a Cor- 
nell Capa?

she is doing good. In the book 
she’s too one-dimensional — 
she’s just a mean person. I’m not 
so much scared of mean people, I 
know how to deal with that. But 
I don’t know how to deal with 
fanatics.”’ But while Forman was 
busy transforming the nurse 
from a monster into a bloodless 
bureaucrat, he didn’t see fit to 
make a corresponding alteration 
in McMurphy. Even if it’s true, 
as Reader’s Digest has been 
pointing out all these years, that 
Laughter is the Best Medicine, 
it’s not entirely clear that Mc- 
Murphy’s iconoclastic hijinx are 
all that much better for the men- 
tal patients who worship him 
than the nurse’s flat-voiced hom- 
ilies. Yet McMurphy is never 
shown to be anything less than 
wonderful (or any more unbal- 
anced than Jack Nicholson try- 
ing to order a chicken salad 
sandwich). There’s no scene in 
which the picture (which is told 
from an objective viewpoint, not 
the Indian’s) seems even the 
least bit dubious about the self- 
lessness of McMurphy’s her- 
oism. 

Much to Nicholson’s credit, he 
took on this project for more 
than just the big themes it sug- 
gested or the crowd-pleasing as- 
pect of the central role. “I per- 
sonally never felt that the 
strength of the material was ne- 
cessarily in the milieu, or even in 
the thematic content, but really 


| in the story. It’s really the story 


of an individual who ultimately 
hones his experience down to 
where, if he were more sophisti- 
cated and had the normal de- 
fenses that people have, he 
would have realized that he’s 
sort of forged his own principles. 
Just out of feeling an empathy 
for his fellow man, he chooses 
and pretty much knows the re- 
sults of what he’s doing as he 
goes along.”’ Nicholson’s perfor- 
mance is a familiar and com- 
pact one, full of signature man- 
nerisms in the same way Al Pa- 
cino’s Dog Day Afternoon turn 
is, and as such it stands a very 
good chance of winning Nichol- 
son an Academy Award, or at 
least his fifth Oscar nomination. 
The crowd pressed him about 
this, politely but unreasonably 
(“What would winning repre- 
sent for you, in terms of per- 
sonal achievement?’’), until 
Nicholson finally put a firm end 
to that part of the discussion. “I 
tellya,” he sighed, “I’ve been in- 
volved with this for almost five 
years, six years, longer than that. 
I’ve really answered every pos- 
sible question about it hundreds 
of times, and I feel I’ve earned 
the right to do it over and over 
again.” 

The conversation deterior- 
ated: somebody wanted to know 
whether Nicholson had made “a 
not too successful picture like 
The Passenger because now 
you’re ready to work with ‘great 
geniuses’ who didn’t know you 
were alive when you were mak- 
ing motorcycle pictures,” and he 
even received a civil (if non-com- 
mittal — what would you say?) 
reply. Somebody else wondered 
why the movie had excised Mc- 
Murphy’s intention to get even 
with the nurse by raping her (the 
movie’s violent confrontation 
has no specifically sexual over- 
tones), and Zaentz answered 
that McMurphy is simply too 
angry to have sex on his mind — 
so much for Susan Brownmiller. 
And somebody else, noting that 
“a rather important symbol in 
the original book and the play 
was the motorcycle helmet Mc- 
Murphy wears,’’ wondered where 
it had gone. Once again, the pan- 
el looked puzzled. ‘‘No one ac- 
tually decided to cut it out,” be- 
gan Zaentz. “I never thought of 
it as a symbol,” said Douglas, 
“but I’ve seen so many play pro- 
ductions, and. . . I don’t know, 
it was like Jesus with a crown of 
thorns.” Nicholson just yawned 
and raised his eyebrows, whis- 
pering conspiratorially into his 
microphone. “T sorta look like 
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The Dumb Show of ‘Sennett Park’

A few weekends ago, three 
dancers/ choreographers were in- 
troduced to Boston audiences in 
a concert so empty that one 
hopes, for their sake, that first 
impressions aren’t lasting. It 
should have been damning 
enough that “Beyond Sennett 
Park,” as the evening presented 
by Sharron Beckenheimer, Ste- 
phen Buck and Harry Streep was 
called, didn’t cohere, but it of- 
fered almost nothing worth look- 
ing at, either. 


Nevertheless, the audience of 
decidedly thin, firm arid supple 
young aficionados (contractions 
at intermission, etc.) applauded 
excitedly, particularly for a 
Beckenheimer piece entitled 
“Child’s Play Revisited.” Yet 
like the other two duets in the In- 
stitute for Contemporary Dance 
program (randomly called “Slow 
Dash” and “Arbitrary Steps’’), 
“Child’s Play” ignored its title 


and gave us a man and a woman 
engaging in the usual sexual par- 
rying. Front and center, in 


. matching tie-dyed blue jump- 


suits (the piece’s only unifying 
element), they first talked to 
each other, as well as to the 
squeaky accompanying fiddle 
music. Then the male partner, 
Harry Streep, was led off by 
Beckenheimer to the side, where, 
for some reason, he lay down to 
watch her. She began a vague 
solo in which anything went. 
One saw small balletic move- 
ments such as low developes, 
small modern movements like 
quick hops from foot to foot, as 
well as an unselfconscious body 
just standing around. Becken- 
heimer rounded the gym in some 
seemingly rhythmic but other- 
wise indistinguishable running 
movement, presumably to dis- 
play herself to the supine Streep, 
who eventually joined her in a 
cat-and-mouse duet the: high 
point of which was Beckenheim- 


er’s jumping on his back. By 
then the violin music had be- 
come jazzy-sounding piano 
chord crashes, whose noise — 
along with a little shoving on- 
stage — was the only evidence of 
child’s play in the piece. After 
this, Beckenheimer took her turn 
lying at the side while Streep — 
who looked technically profi- 
cient,- even eloquent, in City 
Dance Theater’s October show 
— performed a balletic solo of 
conceptual monotony with un- 
forgivably lax turnout and con- 
trol. The fiddle music returned, 
Beckenheimer came back, and 
the pair of dancers played some 
teasing sex games with provoca- 
tive yet evasive walking (not 
much else) organized into phras- 
es that were, at best, like dia- 
logue in an argument and, at 
worst, just stop-and-go move- 
ment. In the midst of. this, the 
lights went off and the very 
tuned-in audience exploded in 
applause. 


“Syncopated Fragmentation” 
was the sole piece created for one 
dancer, and in it Stephen Buck 
showed both a penchant for 
1960s futuristic dance cliches 
and a technique so unschooled 
one wonders who put him in a 
leotard. Yet it was he alone, 
among the “Sennett Park’’ chor- 
eographers, who was able to cre- 
ate a piece that felt like a whole. 
“Fragmentation” began with 
pink lights and cosmic-electron- 
ic music by Kenneth Schafer as 
a relaxed Buck bumbled through 
turning jumps around the edge 
of the stage area. A barrage of 
sonic’ feedback caused him to 
turn slowly and droop over into 
an intentionally low but unin- 
tentionally crooked arabesque. 
His arms hung forward, his fin- 
gers moved helplessly. The mu- 
sic then became more spangly; 
Buck, seemingly controlled by 
some unseen force, went from a 
second position plie to a stand 
with his head cocked to one side.

Incongruously, he then tried to 
jump about the stage but, find- 
ing himself crippled, he watched 
his good (?) leg follow the com- 
mand of his own hand. Next; he 
stamped his foot (angrily, one 
supposes), heard the answering 
silence and jumped, petrified, 
onto a bar on the gym wall as if 
he were a clinging child or a late- 
60s paranoiac, nerves shot. Tri- 
umph of fascism? Apocalypse? 
One couldn’t decipher, but it 
was relatively organized. 


Though what lay beyond 
“Sennett Park” was never made 
clear, it may have been what the 
concert itself suggested: chaos or 
the Void. Still, the performance 
should not be construed as out- 
standingly bad, for it was on a 
par with (or not much worse 
than) many other modern dance 
experiments — which are, like- 
wise, ambitiously conceived, 
feebly executed and enthusias- 
tically embraced.

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‘Get That Klooch to Requisition a Shmo’

When an acquaintance phon- 
ed the other day and told me she 
wanted to get together and chin 
over lunch, at first I thought she 
was alluding to some obscure 
sexual activity carried on south 
of the mouth in restaurants. But 
fortunately the Seconded Sup- 
plemented Edition of the Dic- 
tionary of American Slang (com- 
piled by the late Harold Went- 
worth and extant Stuart Berg 
Flexner; Crowell; $12.95) had 
just arrived.on my desk and, by 
turning to page 100, I learned 
that “to chin” means to talk, 
converse or chat and has been 
used by, among others, James 
M. Cain and S. J. Perelman. 

With over 22,000 entries, this 
dictionary is valuable as a re- 
source but also as a means of un- 
derstanding the boundaries be- 
tween standard usage (“‘Sir, you 
speak English well”) and jargon 
(‘“‘Duchess, let’s have a bowl of 
chalk’) that are increasingly 
blurred these days. In his Intro- 
duction to the Appendix, Flex- 
ner outlines a sociology of slang, 
citing 45 general sub-groups that 
have contributed to American 
argot. Among them: carnival 
and circus workers, convicts, 
cowboys .and ranchers, garage 
and filling-station workers, ho- 
tel employees, itinerant farm 
workers and fruit pickers, jour- 
nalists, loggers and sawmill 
workers, radio and television re- 
pairmen, post-office employees, 
and teenage street gang mem- 
bers. Flexner also discusses the 
ways in which slang derives from 
standard English by means of 
generalization (radiation and 
concatenation), specialization 
(including degradation and ele- 
vation), and suffix- and prefix- 
adding. 

This book is a bottomless 
source of fascination and terms 
I’d never heard of. Flexner 
speaks of a form of word-corrup- 
tion he calls “‘jocular folk ety- 
mology,” which seeks to debase 
technical or foreign phrases. 
“‘Faux pas” was once rendered as 
“fox paw,” “‘au revoir’ as “olive 
oil,” and psychiatry was once re- 
ferred to as “sickey-ackey.”’ 
Flexner also takes up the issue of 
euphemisms and taboo words, 
including the “shit” (‘‘bull- 
shit,” ‘‘chickenshit,” etc.) ex- 
pletives.. But he claims that 
“slang has no ‘genteelisms’ for 
sex words,” a conclusion I disag- 
ree with, having authored many 
myself. He also delivers a his- 
tory lesson in the form of attri- 
butions of individual coinages, 
such as Darwin’s “‘atoll,’”’ Hux- 


ley’s ‘“‘agnostic,”” Teddy Roose- 
velt’s “lunatic fringe,’’ and 
Woodrow Wilson’s “‘self-deter- 
mination.” 

In addition, Flexner cites ex- 
amples of synthetic slang, neo- 
logisms which achieve wide- 
spread but brief popularity 
through the mass media: Da- 
mon Runyon’s ‘“phonus-bal- 
onus,” Winchell’s ‘‘infantici- 
pate”’ (anticipating the birth of a 
child); Agnew, for all his alli- 
terative ingenuity, never en- 
tered a new word in the lan- 
guage. 

Dictionary of American Slang 
is so comprehensive that even 
“fuck a duck” and recent en- 
tries like “rap club” are in- 
cluded. And since origins are 
noted, one comes to understand 
that a line like “Get that klooch 
to requisition a shmo” is ac- 
tually the collaborative work of a 
logger, an American serviceman 
and an Eastern European Jew: 

Although this dictionary docu- 
ments slang words, it does not 
address itself to the emergence of 
a virulent and more subtle cor- 
ruption of spoken English. The 
agent of this corruption is the 
electronic media, television and 
radio, which at their worst have 
engendered a slang that pollutes 
more than words; they have fos- 
tered a mental slang, an aim- 
lessness of thought as well as of 
language. Radio talk shows, but 
particularly television talk 
shows, sportscasts and news- 
casts, have made a business of 
elevating the trivial to the pro- 
found, the incidental to the cala- 
mitous, the isolated observation 
to theory. To offer but one of 
countless examples, take Maury 
Wills, whose efforts as a ‘“‘color” 
man for the Boston Red Sox- 
Oakland Athletics playoff broad- 
casts this fall were so gratuitous 
that even his colleagues couldn’t 
stomach them and he was si- 
lenced. On one play in which 
Rick Burleson moved to his right 
to backhand a ground ball and 
throw the runner out, Wills com- 
mented, “That is the hardest 
play for a-shortstop to make, 
Joe.”” And when Campaneris 
went to his right to make a play 
the next inning, that, too, was 
the hardest play for a shortstop 
to make. There was always a the- 
ory to accommodate the avail- 
able reality. Curt Gowdy, prone 
to another form of verbal rhap- 
sody, was constantly saying 
things like, “This has got to be 
the best ballpark in Eastern Di- 
vision of the American League,” 
and ‘Rollie Fingers is the best 
mustachioed, right-handed re-

lief pitcher in baseball.” Given 
enough time, Gowdy is sure to 
dream up any category, “Tony, 
that has got to be the best de- 
fensive inning played by any 
team whose colors. are red and 
white in a year whose last num- 
ber is five that I can remem- 
ber.’’ On television, superlatives 
flow like cheap wine — can you 
imagine Johnny Carson intro- 
ducing a guest as anything less 
than the tops in his or her pro- 
fession, than a dear friend and 
one of the most generous people 
in the business? 

This is the sort of nonsense 
that Bob and Ray, the comedy 
team that has been together for 
29 years, have made a career of 
lampooning: the pointless pro- 
tocol of interviewing, the vac- 
uity of self-promotion, the “‘be- 
laboring of the obvious,”’ as Her- 
bert Marcuse once put it in an- 
other context. Now you can read 
the best skits of Bob Elliott and 
Ray Goulding in Write If You 
Get Work (Random House; 
$6.95) and in the process absorb 
some of the best media criticism 
around. For sure, reading these 
51 dialogues is less satisfying 
than actually hearing them, but 
it is still an opportunity to hear 
our own voices and to assess the 


damage inflicted by the mass, 


media on our thought and 
speech. In ‘Webley L. Webster: 
Wisdom of the Ages,” Webley 
moderates an educational panel 
of distinguished scholars: 

... STOCK: Well, I believe it 


was Confucius who once said,

Johnson said, ‘Nobody is al- 
ways wrong. Even a stopped 
clock is right twice a day.”

from Shakespeare’s As You 
Like It was ‘‘Laughter greases 
up the engine of worry, en- 
abling you to slide merrily on 
your way.” 
DROB: Ginger Rogers, in a 
moment of inspiration, once 
said, ‘‘Nobody is always 
wrong. Even a stopped clock 
is right twice a day.”’ 
STOCK: “Charles Dickens 
knew from whence he spoke 
when he said, “Water can 
both sustain and engulf a 
ship.” 
And so it goes, a closed circuit of 
platitudes no less invigorating 
than most talk shows. 
Bob and Ray manage to satir- 
ize all the unsavory aspects of 
electronic journalism: the intro- 


duction of worthless novelties 
(Captain Giddes, an itinerant 
public relations man who pushes 
oatmeal molded into the shape 
of a bird as the national Thanks- 
giving dish), the audience inter- 
view (‘“Let’s meet some of our 
Bob and Ray audience and see 
who is from the most distant 
point from New York. Anyone 
here from a great distance 
away?”’), the Lucky Phone Call, 
and the on-the-street interview. 
Then there is the Special Guest, 
like Prentice L. Wilson, who col- 
lects light bulbs: 
“There are not too many 
different brands, as you know 
there’s your Westing- 

house, your G.E., Sylvania. 
Beyond that you’ve had it. 
Now, in recent years, I’ve 
branched out to pink lights, 
yellow lights, those insect 
bulbs, and your Christmas 
tree lights. . . your reds, your 
greens, your yellows... .” 

Write If You Get Work: The 
Best of Bob and Ray is a com- 
pendium of the idiocies perpet- 
rated in the name of entertain- 
ment in this country. In person, 
Bob and Ray have mastered the 
low-key tentativeness and ver- 
bal water-treading of television 
and radio speech, and it’s a 
shame that this doesn’t always 
come through in print. When it 
doesn’t, their humor sometimes 
flattens out on the page, de- 
prived of its context. Their skits 
are such perfect re-enactments 
of human pointlessness that they 
often seem to condemn the very 
television shows on which they 
are performing guests; after do- 
ing a sketch on The Tonight 
Show recently about a man 
whose hobby is doing personal 
retabulations of uncontested 
elections, Bob and Ray re- 
treated to their seats next to 
Johnny Carson and soon found 
themselves implicated in a con- 
versation every bit as stupid as 
the one just parodied. 

This book ought to be read for 
its amusements and also be- 
cause Bob and Ray’s humor has 
in some ways set the tone over 
the years for much of contem- 
porary conversational satire, and 
they ought to receive more cred- 
it for it than they have. They be- 
gan in Boston at WHDH in 1946, 
can still be heard on WOR radio 
in New York, and for the past 
three decades have been the 
school where a lot of other com- 
edians have received their edu- 
cation. So before the English 
language expires from misuse, 
read these guys; they’ve been 
taking notes by the death bed.

chrome,”’ but forget the wish as 
soon as Simon comes to these 
lines in his own choice, the hymn 
“American Tune”: “I don’t know 
a soul who’s not been battered/I 
don’t have a friend who feels at 
ease./I don’t know a dream that’s 
not been shattered, or driven to 
its knees./But it’s all 
right ..../Still, tomorrow’s 
gonna be another working day/ 
And I’m trying to get some rest.” 
And to close, instead of the ob- 
vious choice, ‘‘Silent Eyes,” he 
launches into those most famil- 
iar intervals that begin “The 
Sound of Silence,” which, to my 
great surprise, still works. It’s a 
quiet, powerful solo conclusion, 
and altogether daring. One 
senses Simon knows how brave it 
is, but also that he wouldn’t real- 
ly care if it didn’t work. By now, 
his life rolls a little easy, and de- 
serves to.

Yes, she did Edith and Er- 
nestine, and yes, that’s why the 
middle Americans who helped 
fill the Orpheum were there. 
Laugh In is not yet forgotten. 
But Lily Tomlin came to dazzle 
with her mime, her little two- 


character vignettes (girls preen- 
ing and chewing gum at a ’50s 
high school dance; a rich wom- 
an debating a poor woman) and 
her somewhat sophisticated hu- 
mor. She is, after all, an avowed 
bisexual, and when she did a 
sharp bit about how she man- 
aged to portray a heterosexual in 
Nashville, she received a lot of 
cheers, fewer laughs. 

Lily Tomlin is a “concert” 
comedian, that post-Lenny 
Bruce cross between actor, com- 
ic and preacher that seems om- 
nipresent today. Like David 
Steinberg, George Carlin and 
Robert Klein, Tomlin has a 
point of view; and like them, 
she’s not all that funny. Be- 
cause, like them, she wants to be 
taken seriously. It is no longer 
enough, apparently, for a funny 
character to get up and say a few 
funny things — that’s escapist, 
and everyone knows escapism is 
bad, though no one knows why 
— will our grimness help those 
starving in Africa? 

At the Orpheum, Tomlin was 
accompanied by a screen that in- 
troduced, via video, additional 
characters — most prominently 
a nosy reporter from Modern 
Scream magazine — and at 
points showed the audience to it- 
self. Nice idea, but with a lot less 
effect than one might imagine. 
And Lily Tomlin did a lot of ac- 
ting — some of it wild (like the 


cut-up at a funeral), some of it 
unsentimental but touching (a 
barfly philosophizing). One seg- 
ment saw her inhaling what ap- 
peared to be helium, which made 
her voice higher and her person- 
ality a lot giddier; soon after she 
began dousing the front rows 
with water. : 

One comes away from a Lily 
Tomlin concert impressed: she’s 
an extraordinarily resourceful 
and graceful actress, an inspired 
creator of bit parts. But she also 
wants to make people laugh, 
and, more often than not, her 
humor misfires. —Peter Herbst 
ORLEANS/ASLEEP AT THE 
WHEEL 
Harvard Square Theatre 

In 1973, Orleans and Rufus 
were two bands with debut discs 
out on ABC Records, both 
matching tight funk backings to 
lovely melodies. The next year 
saw Rufus forsake the melody for 
the funk, while Orleans (after a 
second ABC disc released only in 
Europe), moved to Asylum Rec- 
ords, choosing to spotlight 
smooth harmonic polish and to 
tone down dirty rhythms. Both 
groups scored hits. Both lost 
some of their intrigue. 

In Orleans’s case the shift was 
one of focus, however, not per- 
sonnel. John Hall, a remarkable 
guitarist, still leads the band. He 
and his wife Johanna (who sold 
their first collaboration, “Half 


Moon,” to Janis Joplin) still 
write most of the tunes. Fig- 
uring the Asylum Ip’s airbrush 
production had been an overre- 
action to shoddy treatment at 
ABC, I harbored high hopes for 
OU ek 

Asleep At The Wheel opened 
with a topnotch set. They have 
effectively transformed them- 
selves from nostalgic revivalists 
to rockabilly originals in their 
own right. As mournful honky- 
tonk warblers and boogie-woogie 
shitkickers, they overcame their 
rusty edges. Original tunes like 
“The Letter Johnny Walker 
Read” dovetailed easily with 
Bob Wills’s classics, and Floyd 
Domino’s piano medley finale 
left the folks roaring. 

Orleans took to the stage near 
midnight — stringbean John 
Hall, with his coconut head and 
slackjawed grin, was front and 
center. The man has zero-kilo- 
watt flash, but he’s an off-the- 
wall joy to watch. Nevertheless, 
opening with ““Trenchtown Reg- 
gae,”’ he looked a bit dazed. Per- 
haps it was playing a second 
show to a two-thirds capacity 
crowd, but the set meandered for 
far too long. As the band went 
through the motions impec- 
cably (Lance Hoppen and Wells 
Kelly solid on bass and drums, 
Larry Hoppen overplaying key- 
boards, Hall underplaying guit- 
ar, harmonies precise), the audi- 

whine 


ence remained comatose, though 
it applauded appreciatively. 

There were some mighty un- 
successful patches: “Ending Of 
A Song,” with Lance Hoppen on 
grand piano for his schmaltzy 
Jackson Browne imitation; “Big- 
Thighed Mama,” a formless re- 
make of Taj Majal’s ‘Heavy 
Hippy Mama” which even a hi- 
larious kazoo chorus couldn’t 
salvage. 

The worst seemed to stem 
from bad judgment, because 
when the band delivered, they 
were stunning: a lustrous ver- 
sion of “If’’ with stacked har- 
monies; ‘Please Be There” in a 
soaring strut; ‘‘Two-Faced 
World” galloping under Hall’s 
crisp, trellised guitar work; 
“Tongue-Tied,”’ whose rhythms 
and harmonies fenced master- 
fully. Finally there was a power- 
ful new tune, which sounded like 
a collision between Muscle 
Shoals rhythm and Beach Boys 
vocals. 

The show wound down with a 
jam featuring the guitarist, the 
percussionist, and bassman 
Freebo from Bonnie Raitt’s 
band, and closed with an out- 
standing run of ‘‘You’ve Given 
Me Something.” 

An uneven showing, with bets 
still out, but I still smell the in- 
trigue and I'll take this team 
over Rufus any day.

in a Roman religious hostel 
whose penitent boarders in- 
clude: a Polish priest who col- 
laborated with the Nazis; a Cu- 
ban prelate who pines for Ha- 
vana cigars; a heretical theolo- 
gian (‘Betrayal and sin are ne- 
cessary”); an Italian princeling 
who committed incest with his 
sister; a sexy Bolivian who ar- 
ranged her husband’s murder by 
her revolutionary lover; and an 
agnostic writer (the McMurphy 
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character) employed by the Pol- 
ish prelate to write his expiatory 
memoirs. Presiding over this dir- 
ty half-dozen is Big Nun — Sis- 
ter Geraldine (Glenda Jackson), 
an icy, twitchy, self-scourging 
sister with saintly ambitions but 
salacious cerebrations. 

Despite its suggestive title, 
The Devil is a Woman is pretty 
bland. The sins of the protagon- 
ists are more venial than mor- 
tal. Perhaps a fearful Jesuit 
along the lines of Stephen Deda- 
lus could work up a good case of 
quivering angst, but the general 
run of lapsed communicants will 
remain unmoved. Director Dam- 
iano Damiani throws in a sui- 
cide by scissors, Jackson 
smooching an icon, and some 
nudity (the curvaceous Boliv- 
ian), but nothing enlivens this 
juvenile and shallow farce con- 
ceived, it seems, by a bunch of 
naughty alter boys. 

Sister Geraldine runs a tight 
hostel. She holds group confes- 
sions, dispensing little soul- 
boosters like: ‘You are incap- 
able of repentance because you 
are nothing but a bitch in heat.” 
Of course we know what the good 
sister needs ... but she doesn’t 
get it. Instead, the sexy Bolivian 
gets it (courtesy of the agnostic 
writer) and the film ends with 
Sister Geraldine entrenched as 
firmly as ever. The Church ap- 
parently thrives on guilt — so 
what else is new? 

Perhaps the only worthwhile 
aspect of The Devil is a Woman 
is its ambiance. The hostel looks 
like a mental institution: long, 
antiseptic corridors, gray light 
filtering through cruciform win- 
dows. The setting suggests a 
moral vacuum which, I think, 
was the director’s intent. Effect- 
ive too is Ennio Morricone’s 
score, which sounds like the 
Swingle Singers on acid (Morri- 
cone did most of the scores for 
Sergio Leone’s Clint Eastwood 
epics). 

Glenda Jackson’s stiff bitch 
performance is all too familiar. 
She projects entirely through her 
lips, suggesting, unpleasantly, 
Sandy Dennis ‘‘doing’’ Mick 
Jagger. Lisa Harrow, as the sexy 
Bolivian, has a lovely body but is 
needlessly inscrutable. Claudio 
Cassinelli, the writer whose 
function is to challenge Sister 
Geraldine and liberate her hos- 
tel, is hopelessly overmatched. 
What director Damiani needed 
was the expert touch of Gerald 
Damiano, of Deep Throat and 
The Devil in Miss Jones. Then 
The Devil is a Woman would 
have been worthy of its name.

That sly old anthropological 
bawd, Mr. Cole Porter, knew 
that “Finns do it,” not to speak

uanians and Boston beans. But 


did he know that Finns, and es- 
pecially Lapps, do it as often as, 
to judge from The Earth Is a Sin- 
ful Song, they actually do? Did 
he know that the inhabitants of 
isolated villages in Finnish Lap- 
land hump, bump and bang a- 
way through the summer, aut- 
umn, winter and spring with all 
the mechanical haste of the 
guests at a permanent fraternity 
party? Death and sauna baths 
occasionally interrupt, but not 
for long, especially not when 
those lusty Lapps in their color- 
ful costumes come herding rein- 
deer to market. Then the fever 
rises higher as the pants lower. 
Nor is all the coupling monoga- 
mous, any more than it is in Tar- 
box. Except for a few repressed 
souls caught between the steel 
teeth of primitive Lutheranism, 
the villagers bounce from one 
partner to another. 

But The Earth Is a Sinful 
Song is no jolly romp through the 
bedrooms of Lapland. All the sex 
bends beneath the weight of cos- 
mic meaning. For this village has 
not yet been denatured by civil- 
ization. The folk are still in 
touch with The Basics. Sex is the 
life force keeping spirits bright 
among a people who would 
grieve unto nullity if they could 
not spend half their time rolling 
in the hay (and the snow and the 
church and the tent) and the 
other half gossiping about it. Pri- 
vation and death are always at 
the door. Religion drives par- 
ishioners from wailing guilt to 
expiatory orgies — yes, the pas- 
tor does it, too. But eventually, 
as the stories and novels which 
love to tell these naive tales al- 
ways affirm, Life Goes On. The 
ending is as upbeat as anything 
imagined by John Steinbeck. 
The unmarried heroine has her 
baby just as her humiliated fath- 
er dies, in this case by hanging 
himself. Compare and contrast 
The Earth Is a Sinful Song with 
any movie that made you cry 
when you were eleven. 

Still, this 1973 film, which has 
been a great success in Finland 
(where nearly a fourth of the 
population has seen it), does 
have its moments. Maybe the 
best occurs when a father chases 
the sire of his daughter’s baby 
across the snow and then 
watches him drown in the win- 
try lake. The power of this mur- 
der is all the greater because it 
comes at.a time when the con- 
voluted, elliptical narrative has 
begun to acquire the definition 
which most of the film has lost in 
an otiose welter of fragments. 
But the filmmakers deserve none 
of the credit for that high mo- 
ment when a subtitle has the fa- 
ther asking his daughter: ‘‘Was 
it a Lapp that scrow on you?” 
Pay that title writer a bonus. 


Medici Monotony

THE AGE OF THE MEDICI. 
Written and directed by Ro- 
berto Rossellini. With Marcel- 
lo Di Falco and Virginio Saz- 
zolo. Shown at the Harvard- 
Epworth Church. 


This is an interesting but only 
rarely successful film, and the 
reasons for its failure are very 
disheartening for anyone who 
admires Rossellini’s work. Ori- 
ginally done for Italian televi- 
sion, The Age of the Medici is 
composed of three parts, the first 
two spanning the period in the 
history of Florence, beginning in 
1429, during which Cosimo de 
Medici headed the Medici fam- 
ily and the Medici bank. The 
third part follows the career of 
Leon Battista Alberti as. he 
leaves Florence and becomes an 
architect in Rome under Pope 
Nicholas V. 

Like many of Rossellini’s 
films, The Age of the Medici 
takes place in an era when ear- 
lier forms of social organization 
have been swept away. What 
seemed important in films like 
Open City was the opportunity 
for openness between people 
temporarily stripped of their so- 
cial armor. Rossellini himself 
seemed to share this sense of un- 
conscious unity, not developing a 
single frame of Open City until 








the entire film was finished. The 
Age of the Medici begins at the 
end of feudalism, and we are im- 
mediately presented with the ac- 
cumulation of capital and the 
rise of capitalism. What Rossel- 
lini shows us is Renaissance man 
analyzing his wholeness with his 
environment and breaking it 
down into separate pieces or 
commodities. Even the scien- 
tiest is first of all a merchant. 

The first scene is of the mourn- 
ers before the body of Giovanni 
de Medici. Already the mercan- 
tile Medici family and the aris- 
tocratic Albizzi clan are fighting 
over the estate — the city of 
Florence. Eventually Cosimo tri- 
umphs, because he understands 
the workings of the new age. The 
medieval church had expressed 
its belief it man’s wholeness by 
teaching that all of man’s pos- 
sessions were a gift from God, 
and Cosimo appropriates this 
relationship by turning the most 
influential of his subjects into his 
debtors. He is a benevolent dic- 
tator instead of a tyrant. As a Ve- 
netian visiting Florence says, 
“You have turned power into a 
system of ethics.” 

The way this system controls 
even the expressiveness of Co- 
simo’s features suggests, in large 
part, why The Age of the Medici 
fails as art. The political system 
is based on a network of secret 
obligations. In his entire career, 
Cosimo never holds any politic- 
al office. In his economic and 
political dealings his face is so 
expressionless it can’t even be 
called dour. His opinions are 
themselves commodities. 

The only time Cosimo smiles 
is when he is eating dinner in pri- 
vate with the Gonfalonieri, the 
head of Florence’s governing 
body, whom he has just bribed. 
Everything has already been giv- 
en away. This meal is-one of the 
few open, relatively celebratory 
moments of the film, and recalls 
the feasts in The Rise of Louis 
XIV. But even Cosimo’s contri- 
butions to charity are made from 
behind a mask, and The Age of 
the Medici, with its stilted dia- 
logue and lack of movement and 
color, is like a guided tour of a 
vault, in which even the Greek 
classics are valued principally 
for the pride their ownership 
brings; ideas are simply an elite 
class of merchandise. The film is 
badly dubbed, but after a while 
the monotones and lugubrious 
pace of the dialogue seem ap- 
propriate. 

Up to a point, Rossellini’s de- 
piction of Florentine society is 
accurate and valuable. In one of 
the few moments in the film 
when the action acquires some 
life of its own, we see the Silk 
Manufacturers’ Guild behaving 
like the CIA, murdering a for- 
mer member who is using Flor- 
entine techniques outside of 
Florence. There are echoes of 
Vietnam in the war against Luc- 
ca, an attempt on the part of 
Florence to annex a manufac- 
turing and trade competitor. The 
war is eventually opposed by the 
Medici family because it is too 
costly and cannot be won. 

When it comes to his own aes- 
thetic theories, however, Rossel- 
lini has much less detachment. 
Leon Battista Alberti sets forth a 
philosophy of art that on occa- 
sion literally repeats Rossellini’s 
off-screen pronouncements. Ros- 
sellini’s confinement of art, at 
least in theory, to the visible and 
public makes it appropriate that 
Alberti is an architect. Accord- 
ing to Alberti, the difference be- 
tween an artist and an artisan is 
that the artist is a scientist and 
has the prestige of this knowl- 
edge. (This is actually not a sur- 
prising theory, considering Ros- 
sellini’s belief that Shakespeare 
was a scientist rather than an 
artist.) Occasionally Rossellini’s 
Alberti sounds more like Albert 
Speer than the talented musi- 
cian (a fact never mentioned) he 
was. At the end of the The Age of 
the Medici he is earnestly ex- 
plaining to Cosimo’s son that 
what the state needs is a strong 
Prince, and that the father’s 
relationship to the family is the 
same as that of the Prince to the 
state. And also, it seems, the 
same as that of the didactic film 
director to his audience.

Al Pacino’s 
best performance to date highlights this 
eccentric (but au fond rather flimsy) and 
very funny black comedy about a flam- 
boyant, grandstanding gay bank robber 
who turns a simple holdup into a progres- 
sively bleaker three-ring circus. Directed 
by Sidney Lumet, who also teamed with 
Pacino in Serpico, and edited by Dede Al- 
len.

FAREWELL, MY LOVELY. Robert 
Mitchum’s Philip Marlowe is something 
of a stone-face, and Charlotte Rampling’s 
’40s siren a bit of a joke, but that hardly 
matters; director Dick Richards seems 
primarily concerned with appearances, 
and his picture, though listless, looks love- 
ly. Suburbs. 

FRENCH CONNECTION II. No match 
at all for the first one; Gene Hackman’s 
performance is fine, but it can’t make up 
for John Frankenheimer’s flaccid direc- 
tion in a picture whose very title suggests 
well-edited supense.

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Birds of a Feather 

“Yucch! Stuffed birds!” 
So spoke a passerby at the 
Barnstable County Fair last 
summer who did not appre- 
ciate the idea that Richard 
Sawdo had killed and stuff- 
ed beautiful little chick- 
adees and scarlet tanagers 
to sell. Only he had not. 
Sawdo learned a lesson at 
that moment, and put up a 
sign, ‘‘Hand-carved and 
Painted Birds.” 

It all began less than a 
year before, when Sawdo de- 
cided to carve a chickadee 
as a Christmas present for 
his wife. This was his first 
effort, and the carving now 
hangs upside down from a 
driftwood branch in his 
basement workshop. But he 
was on to something. He 
had worked selling insur- 
ance and real estate, and in 
the trucking industry, and 
was tired of the grind. In 
whittling he discovered re- 
laxation, challenge, and 
something he really en- 
joyed doing. 

So now, in less than a 
year’s time, he has become a 


full-time, professional, and 
accomplished carver of 
birds. The story may seem a 
bit cute and the subject, 
birds, a bit odd, but I be- 
came a believer when I saw 
an exhibit of some of Saw- 


ee S sebuy|jog euRs} 


do’s carvings recently at the 
Needham Public Library. 
Especially on two large 
models, a kingfisher and a 
great blue heron, the detail 
of both the carving and the 
painting were impressive. 


Right down to the little 
wood-burned marks, barely 
scratches, to depict the 
short, downy chest feath- 
ers. And the legs and feet, 
which he makes from sol- 
dered and filed copper wire 
to duplicate as nearly as 
possible, in scale, the ac- 
tual bone structure. 


A measure of Sawdo’s ac- 
complishment as a carfts- 
man is that the Audubon 
Society in Lincoln has one of 
his larger birds on display, 
for sale with a price tag of 
$450. Most of his works are 
smaller, though — plovers, 
black necked stilts, chicka- 
dees, and tanagers — and 
sell for $10 to $100. — 

Sawdo delights in the 
irony of it all. “Back last 
year I was driving a load of 
birds to a gallery in Con- 
cord. It was the first time I 
tried to sell them. I thought 
to-myself, ‘What am I doing, 
on the road again, selling?’ I 
used to hate selling. But 
these were my own work, not 
somebody else’s insurance 
policy.”

Call It Macaroni 


Former Cambridge resi- 
dents Caron Soond and 
Dana Thibeau are making 
Yankee flyers, whimmy did- 
dles, wiggly blocks and flip- 
perdingers in their work- 
shop in Groton. What in tar- 
nation are Yankee flyers, 
whimmy diddles, wiggly 
blocks and flipperdingers? 
They are authentic folk toys 
handcrafted by the two from 
pine, cedar, sumac, birch 
and oak. 

They explain: “These toys: 
have been named folk toys 
because they have been en- 
joyed by children for hun- 
dreds or even thousands of 
years in different variations 
all over the world. We con- 
centrate on making toys 
that have been handed 
down by generations of 
Americans from the Pil- 
grim century to the pre- 
sent.” 

Dana, a former student at 
Boston Architectural Cen- 
ter and Caron, who worked 
at MIT Biochemistry De- 
partment, came upon the 
idea for the toys a few 


months before Christmas 
last year. Dana did some re- 
search and began to con- 
struct the toys from types of 
wood found around their 
workshop. 

“All our toys are selected 
for their creative possibil- 
ities. The toys are made to 


be worked, played with, not’ 


to be looked at. Most of the 
toys required skill, dexter- 
ity, coordination or struc- 
tural visualization.” 

All the toys are finished 
with a non-toxic finish, ex- 
cept for items that go in the 
mouth, which are unfin- 


ished. They are hand sand- 
ed to guard against rough 
edges, and are made to last 
through many hours of cre- 
ative play. The toys start at 
60 cents for the Horseshoe 
Nail Ring, and most will be 
available for under $4.

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Accentuate the 
Negative 

Balloon ascents, early air- 
craft flights, the fish docks 
and fleet — these were 
among the subjects of Or- 
ville C. Rand, Boston free- 
lance photographer in the 
years 1890 to 1925. Given 
the state of the art at that 
time, Rand’s work resulted 
in many thousand glass 
plate negatives, approx- 
imately 4” by 5”, with the 
light sensitive emulsion 
painted on glass, rather 
than on a sheet of plastic as 
nowadays. 

Rand had no heirs, and 
when he died the contents of 
his house were sold, mostly 
to junk dealers. Some 8 or 9 
years ago, Charles Woolley 
of Newton learned about the 
negatives. “I collect all 
kinds of crazy things,’ 
Woolley told me, and he was 
able to obtain about 400 of 


the negatives as an expres- 
sion of that penchant. 
Initially, Woolley printed 
some of them just to hang on 
his wall. As time went by, he 
discovered that friends and 
relatives were interested, 
too, so he decided to begin 


offering the prints for sale on 
a limited edition basis (no 
more than 450 prints of each 
negative). 

They are printed accord- 
ing to the Smithsonian 
Institute archival standards 
which, Woolley said, insures 


authenticity and long life to 
the reproduction. They are 
11” by 14” mounted and 
matted, and sell for $9.95. 
Woolley may in the future 
offer 16” by 20” prints, and 
has printed at least one of 
the negatives up to 40” by 
50”. The large photo, which 
is a 1920’s scene of the mar- 
ket area near Dock Square, 
can be viewed at the 
Heritage Shop in Faneuil 
Hall. 

Woolley, director of mass 
marketing at John Han- 
cock, has thus happened 
upon profit in pursuit of a 
hobby. He exhibited at the 
boat show last February and 
did so well he bought a boat. 
His other collections, in his 
home, include a large group- 
ing of German Imperial 
Army helmets and a number 
of military uniforms which 
he has hung on mannequins 
standing at the sides of the 
desk in his study.

Stamp Unto 
My Feet 

What happens when you 
do something that nobody 
else in the world has ever 
done? That’s what Frank 
Tamits found out after he 
had completed the world’s 
first ‘Historical Commem- 
orative Stamp Map of the 
United States of America.” 
The 15% square foot map, 
which hangs in the Truman 
Library in Independence, 
Mo., took 11 years and $16,- 
000 to create. How, you may 
ask, did Mr. Tamits first be- 
gin this project? 

As an immigrant fleeing 
from Hungary in 1950, Mr. 
Tamits found that it was 
necessary for him to know a 
powerful lot of American 
history to become an Ame- 
rican citizen. Undaunted, 
the stamp hobbyist found 
that he could learn about 
American history very 
pleasantly by collecting the 
stamps issued by each state 
individually, to commem- 
orate a historic event that 
took place there. 

“When I realized that I 
was learning more about 
American History from my 
work on the map than from 
my studies at high school, I 


realized what a valuable 
learning tool it was” Ta- 
mits explained. 

“There were stamps that 
told me about state flowers, 
events, places, times. I 
learned about history, geog- 
raphy, even art,” he said, 
pointing to a Connecticut 
stamp commemorating an 
anniversary of the Strat- 
ford Shakespearean Festi- 
val. 

In addition to working on 
the proper placement of the 
stamps within each state, 


Tamits worked with a tiny 
brush and magnifying glass 
to individually hand color 
each state’s seal. When it 
was completed, Tamits en- 
tered his stamp map at the 
Brockport University Phil- 
atelic exhibit and won first 
prize. 

Almost immediately, 
newspapers began to carry 
stories of his unusual cre- 
ation. He even received a 
congratulatory letter from 
President Nixon, who, in ty- 
pical fashion, congratu- 


lated Tamits for creating 
the map in his honor. 

This Historical Comme- 
morative Stamp Map — 
United States of America 
has been reprinted on fine 
poster stock (17” x 22’’) and 
will be available for $3 at 
the fair. The 6,000 cards of 
each state reproducing the 
state as it appears on the 
stamp map in addition to 
the state seal in color, is- 
sued in conjunction with the 
Bicentennial, are going for 
40 cents a card or $20 for all 
50 states. It’s a fun gift for a 
philatelic friend. 

Tamits sums up the 
meaning of his project in his 
own words: “The primary 
purpose of these unique 
‘Historical Commemora- 
tive Stamp Map Cards’ is- 
sued for the Bicentennial is 
to strengthen in us con- 


‘sciousness of history, re- 


minding generations to 
come and the whole world 
that this nation became a 
respected leading world 
power and defender of na- 
tions’ freedom through, the 
countless sacrifices, struggle 
and hard work of the colon- 
ists, pioneers and immi- 
grants under the motto: E 
Pluribus Unum.”

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Craftspeople: All in a Day’s Work 


Richie Swartz, a Med- 
ford woodworker, is repre- 
sentative of many contem- 
porary craftspeople. He was 
a boutique salesperson who 
got tired of measuring in- 
seams and found happiness 
in art. 

Where do most craftspeo- 
ple come from? Many learn- 
ed their crafts from their 
family, some are schooled, 
but most, like Swartz, grew 
tired of doing things they 
really didn’t want to do. 

Dennis Bosch, a Vermont 
bonecarver, worked in a 
half-way house for ex-con- 
victs after graduating from 
the University of Cincin- 
nati and helped form free 
clinics and alternative pro- 
grams for drug abusers. 

Folk instrument maker 
Dick Manley was a com- 
puter specialist, while New- 
ton’s Don Cook was a for- 
ester with a degree in 
forestry and wildlife man- 
agement who quit ‘“‘because 
at the time no one was inter- 
ested in ecology. If dollars 
got in the way of good sense, 
money always won out.” 
Cook’s road to crafts was 
unusual. Out on an errand 
one day, he bought an en- 
tire jeweler’s business and 
shop for $400 “although I 
had never made a piece of 
jewlery in my life.” Today, 
Cook is such a master 
jeweler that he does much 
restoration work for 
museums, whose approval is 
considered an artistic mile- 
stone. 

Marc Stadelman of the 
Wonder Kids creates 
original air brush designs on 
t-shirts. He worked on B-1 
bombers, while Mike Dixon 
of Brownsville, Maryland 
(quality hardwoods and 


dimensions) worked for an 
American sawmill opera- 
tion in Central America af- 
ter two years with the Peace 
Corps in Peru. Batik artist 
Lucille Wilhelm, also a 
Peace Corps veteran (West 
Africa), took a leave of 
absence from teaching art in 
a Boston high school which 
turned out to be “a lifetime 
of absence.” 

While many have left 
various jobs to pursue the 
lure of crafts, just as many 
craft personalities hold 
down equally interesting 


jobs. Watercolorist and 
engraver Roger Coast is also 
an author, traveler, and 
educator who as a program 
speaker shares his adven- 
tures with tribes in Central 
Africa, volcanoes in the 
Atlantic Canary Islands and 
underwater explorations in 
the South Pacific.

John Sloan had just 
finished showing me his col- 
lection of old telephones, 
every one of which he has 
restored to working condi- 
tion, including a plug-in 
jack for the modern phone 
system. I then noticed an 
old trolley fare box that 
looked like it had been 
cleaned and fixed up. I ask- 
ed Sloan if it was in 
operating condition. He said 
he had reconditioned the 
machine, and did not ob- 
ject when, out of curiosity to 
see it function, I asked if I 
could drop a quarter into it. 
The quarter dropped, and 
good-bye; it didn’t come 
out. The problem was not 
really the fare box, but that 
the largest size coin it could 
accomodate was a nickel. 
When the machine was in 
use nobody was using 
quarters for trolley fare. 

A little later, Rick Lee 
told me “the history of the 
fireplug,” as a way of ex- 
plaining the significance of 
the 18th Century wood pipe 
that John owns. 

Sloan, a BRA architect 
from Boston, and Lee, a 
sculptor who lives in Lin- 
coln, met about three years 
ago when one of them ad- 
vertised a bronze-cased pot- 
belly stove in the paper and 
the other answered the ad. 
They discovered that they 
both enjoyed collecting the 
same sort of industrial and 
mechanical ‘‘junk,’’° and 
have enjoyed a friendship 
and semi-professional rela- 
tionship as collectors ever 
since. 

The basic M.O. that 


Sloan and Lee have is to get 
things they like, and get the 
best deal possible. An ex- 
traordinary* instance is the 
1932 Studebaker Com- 
mander Regal St. Regis 
Brougham that Lee got on a 
trade for an $80 clock 
several years ago. One of 
these cars in mint condition 
sold at a recent auction for 


$15,000. 


It is impossible to exactly 
predict what these gentle- 
men will show up with at the 
Hynes show. There will 
probably be phones, seltzer 


bottles, and clocks. They 
might have the “‘Neverout”’ 
#19M gas producer dating 
from about the turn of the 
century, a marble baptis- 
mal font, advertising signs, 
an 18th Century sheep 
comb, some firefighting 
equipment from old Boston 
Engine 33, tobacco plug cut- 
ters, a couple of ship mod- 
els, old apple peelers, a 
crane-operated candy 
machine from the 1920’s, a 
seed spreader ca. 1914, a 
cash register, some ship’s 
lights.

Bill learned how to carve 
when he was 10 years old, 
and he has certainly im- 
proved with age. Now, 37 
years later, Bill finds him- 
self being asked to send his 


games and toys to England 
and Africa, as well as to va- 
rious places in the U.S. 

“IT must have looked up 
toys and games in every lib- 
rary of every city I’ve ever 
been to” says Bill, who 
found the most fruitful of- 
ferings in the Smithsonian, 
as well as in the public lib- 
raries of New York, Chica- 
go, and Boston. 

“T couldn’t have done it 
without a traveling back- 
ground” he explains. A vet- 
eran of libraries, bookstores 
and museums, Bob has had 
to do a lot of digging just to 


come up with some of the 
rules of the games. Among 
some of the games you will 
find at the fair will be ““Nine 
Man Mill” or “Nine Man’s

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Harps Accord 

Andrew Seid is tired of 
people asking him where his 
wings are. Because he 
makes and plays harps, Seid 
is the target of a lot of lousy 
jokes about angels, but the 
jibes aren’t malicious, and 
since they usually come 
with some more serious 
comment about “the heav- 
enly sounds,” he doesn’t get 
too upset. 

Seid, 24, besides crafting 
harps, performs on them in 
concert, and is an actor, 
sculptor, singer, mask-mak- 
er and wood-working stu- 
dent in his spare time. Mak- 
ing harps is a relatively new 
interest for him, only six 
months old, but he has 
made two minstrel’s harps 
from scratch, and rebuilt an 
older one with elaborate car- 
vings and paintings on it. 

Richard Nixon got him 
started in the business. 
‘When I was doing summer 
stock on the Cape last year, 
I worked with a propman 
who was the greatest,” said 
Seid. “‘He made a mask for 
me to wear when I was play- 
ing Richard Nixon and it 
was superb. He got me inte- 
rested in making masks, and 


then one day he brought out 
this harp he had made 35 
years ago to show me. I ask- 
ed him where he had been 
hiding it, and said he should 
bring it out and let people 
admire it. So, he gave it to 
me because he knew I would 
appreciate it, and I learned 
how to repair it, and did.” 


In telling this, Seid 
played a few tunes and dem- 
onstrated the resonance of 
the instrument by having 
his guest rest the edge of the 
soundboard between her 
teeth and pluck the strings. 
It was as bad as the den- 
tist’s drill, and made the 
point quite well.

Harps are still made 
mainly by hand, but there 
aren’t many young crafts- 
men making them these 
days. The instrument, sup- 
posedly discovered when 
some inspired hunter in 
days of yore realized that his 
bow strings made pretty 
sounds, is now used mainly 
as a concert pedal instru- 
ment with thousands of 
moving parts, but for the 
purist, Andrew Seid’s table 
harps are available for be- 
tween $125 and $200. 

Made out of fine woods 
like spruce and sycamore, 
and sculpted and pumiced 
to a gleaming finish, the 
harps are not only beautiful 
instruments, but are in de- 
mand as teaching aids (es- 
pecially for special educa- 
tion), and as ornaments. 

“To be able to make an 
instrument out of wood that 
gives a beautiful sound that 
moves people; to actually 
bring the thing to life is 
what intrigues me,” said the 
young artist who works out 
of his home at 16. Milton 
Street in Cambridge and 
would welcome customers 
who would welcome a hand- 
made harp.

All That Glitters 


Above the door of a shop 
at 270 A Concord Ave., 
Cambridge, hangs an ex- 
quisite, subtly colored stain- 
ed glass ‘“‘tea scene” that 
one might think is a pain- 
ting, except that the sign 
says, “Lyn Hovey — Artist 
in Stained Glass.” 

Hovey made this “pain- 
ting” from over 650 separate 
pieces of stained glass, more 
than a hundred of which are 
literally as small as the 
typeface of this story. Using 
techniques basically dating 
back to the Middle Ages, 
Hovey, 33, has been prac- 


ticing his craft for some 13 * 


years. He studied under an 
Italian master who, curious- 
ly, was living in Ohio, and 
he also worked with Wilbur 
Herbert Burnham and 
Joseph G. Reynolds, both of 
Boston, who were among the 
leading practitioners of the 
art in one of its many hey- 
days, the 1920s and ’30s. 
By the time he worked 


with them, Burnham and 
Reynolds were both nearly 
retired; both have since 
died. Hovey carries on a 
tradition that goes past 
them and back hundreds of 
years. For example, the 
glass he uses is not modern 
rolled sheet glass, but is 
blown glass, which is cut 
while still semi-molten so 
that the large bubble of 


glass collapses into a flat 
piece. This process ac- 
counts for the rings and 
striations and the varying 
thickness of the glass. About 
the only modern technology 
he uses are a glass cutter 
and an electric soldering 
iron (for the lead and copper 
framing). 

Though the art is old, the 
results can be new and, in

the case of the Public Gard- 
ens/Beacon Hill scene that 
was featured on the cover of 
the Globe Magazine on 
August 25, 1968, brightly 
colored and delightful. 


Most of Hovey’s major 
work comes from commis- 
sions by individuals 
because, as he said, “‘Peo- 
ple just aren’t building 
cathedrals anymore.” The 
amount of labor and the cor- 
responding price tag on such 
works is large but Hovey 
does have many smaller and 
simpler items in his shop. 
Hovey has been pleased by 
the response of his neigh- 
bors. ‘“‘People who have 
never bought a work of art 
come in, are really inter- 
ested, and sometimes buy 
something for their home.” 

Hovey works with an ap- 
prentice, Marci Ross, who 
creates and displays pieces 
of her own in the shop. Both, 
will have works at the 
Christmas show.

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Prints Charming 


“I know that I’m getting 
more and more popular 
lately,” said artist Helen 
McDermott, “because this 
year people are coming to 


my studio to buy Christmas: 


presents in October. Last 
year they’d arrive a few 
weeks in advance, and be- 
fore that a few days .. . the 
last minute rush, you know. 
_ Things are getting much 
better now, word of mouth 
does a lot for an artist’s 
reputation.” 

It also helps to have a few 
big accounts, such as Jor- 
dan Marsh, which now sells 
Ms. McDermott’s prints of 
Boston scenes. She has been 
in the business for two-and- 
a-half years, and before 
that, was a commercial art- 
ist for four years after gra- 
duating from the New Eng- 
land School of Art. 

McDermott’s line draw- 
ings and hand-painted wat- 
ercolors depict buildings 


and familiar local sights, . 


_ such as the Public Garden, 
Haymarket Square (“‘my 
most popular one’’), and the 
old neighborhoods of the 
South End and Back Bay. 

“T like places with a sense 
of nostalgia, with brick and 
wooden buildings,” she said, 
“and I also like to put a 
touch of humor, or absurd- 
ity into the drawing.” 

She tells how one drawing 
of the Public Garden, a ser- 
ene scene with a duck in it, 
drew so many comments 
from people noting the ab- 


sence of. the Swan Boats 
that she reworked the sketch 
to include the boats and now 
sells both reproductions, one 
the “quiet’”’ scene, and the 
other, the ‘‘busy.” 

She also is recognized for 
added: touches of whimsy, 
like the drawing of the dog 
next to the “No Dogs Al- 
lowed” sign, and one she 
particularly enjoyed: the 
Parkman House on Beacon 
Street, noted for its arch- 
itectural beauty, and, more 
recently, for the political 
controversy over its un- 
authorized use by Boston 
Mayor Kevin White. ‘““When 
I do the Parkman House, I 
color the windows yellow, to 
show that the lights are on 
— somebody’s using it that 
maybe shouldn’t be!” 

McDermott’s prints are 
all reprinted in black and 
white and either sold as is or 
watercolored individually 
by the artist, who works out 


- of a Roslindale studio. She 


hopes to begin full-color re- 
production next year and 
eventually wants to “go na- 
tionwide,”’ sketching city 
scenes around the country 
and selling them in local 
outlets. ; 

Helen already has a mam- 
moth photo file of scenes 
and works either on-the- 
spot or copies from the pho- 
tos. Her prints are avail- 
able in 12x16 inch size, 
matted, and wrapped, and 
sell, retail, for $2 (black and 
whites), $5 (watercolors), 
and $15 if framed.

As Time Goes By 


In these days of the inte- 
grated circuit, all-purpose, 
99.99 percent accurate elec- 
tronic watch, it may come as 
a surprise that by 1800 there 
were watches that could put 
the streamlined modern 
models to shame. Perhaps 
not as accurate, but then 
who ever really missed a bus 
or an appointment because 
their watch lost more than 
12 seconds a year? 

Joseph Conway knows 
about these and other 
watches because, in the last 
year and a half, that has 
become his business, He 
does not have the 1820 Swiss 
watch that sold for $17,000 
at Parke-Bernet in early 
November — a watch that 
plays a tune while two gold 
figures in the face actually 
move to the music, playing a 
harp and a lyre. But he does 
have a “repeater’’ — so call- 
ed because it “repeats” or 
speaks the time, this one by 
means of two fingers on the 
face who hit little gongs with 
tiny mallets. If one knows 
the system, one can tell the 
time to the nearest minute 
simply by pushing a button 
in the case and listening. 

Both of those are pocket 
watches, and the intricate 
mechanism enclosed in such 
a small space is a striking 


instance of the efflore- 
scence of the mechanical 
age. Conway also has many 
other, simpler, antique 
pocketwatches — high grade 
railroad watches with 21 
and 23 jewels in gold cases, 
gold hunting case watches, 
and some examples of early 
watches produced by the 
local Waltham Watch Com- 
pany, which. introduced 
mass production to the 
manufacture of watches. . 
The prices of the watches 
range from $20 or $30 to 
$1300 or $1400, with most of 
them seeming to be in the 
$500 to $1000 range. 


Conway also deals in an- 
tique clocks, and does 
business from a storefront 
below his home at 130 River 
Street, Newton. He is in the 
process of converting it from 
an antique shop to strictly a 
watch and clock shop. Seven 
years ago, when he was still 
working for an executive 
placement firm, Conway be- 
gan collecting old time- 
pieces as a hobby. Now he 
has placed himself in a job 
that he was not even looking 
for. The situation inspires 
him to poetry; well, light- 
hearted doggerel: “This lit- 
tle watch the time will tell/ 
Might sing a song or ring a 
bell.”

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Not Worth a Con- 
tinenta 


‘ Dana Linett has been col-. 
lecting authentic early 
American coins and cur- 
rency since he was a child. 
Now, he is in the business of 
selling money, and market 
conditions couldn’t be bet- 
ter. 

“It’s the Bicentennial,” 
says Dana. “More people 
are interested in collecting 
old American artifacts than 
they have been for a long 
time. The market for old 
American currency is very 
dynamic at the moment”. 

What's happening, he 
says, is that many collec- 
tions are being offered up for 
sale that were never avail- 
able before. It’s a good in- 
vestment now, he points 
out, because he believes cur- 
rent prices will soon double. 
Linett sells from his own 
collection and has coins and 
currency dating back to the 
1750s. 

Among his wares are pap- 
er money issued by the Con- 


tinental Congress in 1775, 
which was the first attempt 
at consolidating the over 100 


varieties of currency in use 
throughout the Colonies, in- 
cluding British pounds, shil-

lings and pence. He also has 
the more ornate Continent- 
als printed in 1780. The ex- 
pression ‘“‘Not worth a Con- 
tinental’”’ derives from the 
inflation caused by the mass 
printing of these large notes. 
The Continental is now rare 
because in a two-step plan 
to combat inflation, the gov- 
ernment a) burned large 
quantities of the notes, and 
b) issued toilet-paper thin 
replacements designed to 
deteriorate within a few 
months. 

Other pieces of currency 
he is selling are a 15 shilling 
note printed by Ben Frank- 
lin called the ‘Nature Print’ 
because the leaf printed in 
the plate makes it virtually 
impossible to counterfeit, 
and, for Massophiles, a cod- 
fish and Pillar Note printed 
in Massachusetts and en- 
graved by Paul Revere.

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Mirror, Mirror, on 
the Wall 


Robert Woods’s name is 
an unintended clue to his 
craft. His apartment in 
Cambridge is perhaps a 
more intentional museum of 
it. 

Woods, a 30-year-old na- 
tive of Scotland, works full- 
time as a job printer at the 
New England Deaconness 
Hospital. But when he gets 
home from those daily toils, 
he does not sit down and 
watch TV. No, he goes to his 
cellar and spends several 
hours working on his latest 
project, mirrors. Not the or- 
dinary bathroom mirror, but 
large hunks of board replete 
with knotholes and _inter- 
esting grain and color ef- 
fects which Woods shapes 
into unusual mirror frames. 
The end result is a 
decorative object; the frame 
is more voluminous than the 
mirror itself; and the ques- 
tion of the moment is: “Do I 
look at it or at myself?” 

In his living room (and in 


the bathroom, too) are 
several finished mirrors and 
other wood panel creations. 
On many of these, Woods 
has drawn fine, black line 
images of an odd, symbol- 
ically suggestive, often 
erotic, character. 

In the five or six years 
that he has been in this 
area, Woods has begun to 
establish himself as an ex- 
cellent craftsman in wood. 
In the past, he has done a 
series of wood pendants, 
each with a drawing or 
design on it. On these, and 
on the mirrors mentioned 
above, he often lets the 
physical features of the 
piece of wood dictate or 
suggest aspects of the 
design. Thus, a knothole 
might become part of a face. 

On the present series of 
mirrors, Woods has_ been 
assisted by his friend and 
apprentice, John Strand. 
These mirrors typically 
measure 3 feet by 20 to 30 
inches, and are priced from 
$40 to $90.

Wait Until Dark 

When Bob Fader started 
making his brass lanterns 
five years ago, he had no 
idea that people would re- 
act to them the way they 
did. Originally, Bob de- 
signed and executed them 
because he needed lights for 
his house — but when his 
friends noticed them, he was 
immediately commis- 
sioned. 

Bob, who is 38, used to 
work in machine tool de- 
sign in industry. Industry, 
however, did not light his 
way, and now he makes lan- 
terns and various other 
things out of brass in his 
own store in Plymouth or his 
workshop in Duxbury. 

“We design our own ori- 
ginal lanterns, we reproduce 
some of the old styles of col- 
onial days, anad we custom 
make lights to suit individ- 
ual needs or desires’ says 
Bob. “We have lanterns for 
outdoor use on posts or 
walls, swags, indoor table 
lights, candle lanterns and 
even chandeliers.” 


Some of the lanterns are 
even inspired by old’ nauti- 
cal designs, which Bob has a 
special fondness for. Nau- 
tical lanterns generally have 
a crossbar piece on the sides 
to afford extra protection for 
the glass, which couldn’t be 
replaced at sea. 

With the help of Norman 
White, his 23 year old “‘ap- 
prentice of sorts,’’ Fader 
uses all hand tools to bend, 
buff, and age the all brass 
candle, electric, or kerosene 
lanterns. The glass for the 
lanterns is available either 
in regular or antique vari- 
eties (the antique glass is 
imported from Europe 
where it is made in the old- 
fashioned way). 

At the fair, or at the store 
in Plymouth, Bob will be 
showing the lanterns (from 
$19), as well as beer mugs 
($14) and brass planters 
($6.25-$20). The shop, inci- 
dentally, has a special work 
area where visitors can see 
the designing, cutting, as- 
sembling and finishing of a 
lantern. —Phyllis Glazer

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Lathes Make a Deal 


When Brian Snow and 
Peter Harvey met in their 
workshop collective in Wat- 
ertown a year and a half ago, 
they realized they had more 
in common than just a work 
space. They were both in- 
trigued by and loved the art 
of cabinetry. 

While the collective 
didn’t work (“It didn’t al- 
low for each person’s pro- 
gressions at different 
paces’), both have been 
hard at work as “cabinet- 
eers” ever since. 

Brian started cabineteer- 
ing in 1972. His specialty is 
four poster turn-of-the-cen- 
tury style beds. How does he 
style them? “Old furniture 
inspires me”’ says Brian “It 
gives me ideas, and I design 
from it.” 

The beds have mahogany 
rails that are 7” wide and 2” 
thick. The posts, which can 
be made exactly the way 
you want them, are hand- 
turned on a lathe, rather 
than as the production bed 
post which is made by put- 


ting a block of wood in a 
machine which then cuts it 
out. This allows for greater 
personalization in design, 
and makes them bound to 
last longer. 

The beds are available in 
styles ranging from the mare 
elaborate ‘‘cannonball’’ 
shaped posts, to the simple 
almost straight Shaker 
style. Who buys his beds? 
Persons interested in the 
sturdy beautiful and ro- 
mantic qualities of the four-

poster. As a matter of fact, 
people who have bought his 
beds have enjoyed them so 
much that Brian frequently 
finds himself asked to din- 
ner in gratitude. 

In addition to the four 
poster beds which start at 
$375 for a twin, Brian makes 
four-foot-high five-drawer 
bureaus out of wild cherry 
wood ($500) and contem- 
porary music stands ($55) 
out of mahogany. 

Peter found his forte in 


Shaker style reproductions. 
Right now, he’s working on a 
totally handmade Shaker 
clock case and a handmade 
barometer. 

“Sometimes people bring 
me picture of furniture and I 
construct it” says Peter, 
who emphasizes that neith- 
er he nor Brian believe in 
cutting corners. ‘“Every- 
thing is individually made” 
he said, displaying a deli- 
cately curved peg which he 
explained was hand-turned. 
The pegs are made for the 
Shaker peg board — the , 
kind the Shakers had all 
along their walls for hanging 
coats. 

The only pressfit peg 
boards in Boston, they are 
available for $2 a peg and $1 
a board foot. The peg board 
would make an unusual 
present for natural wood 
lovers. Peter will also be 
bringing his Shaker sewing 
drop leaf table (maple and 
pine, $140) to the fair, along 
with desks, and a 5’ trestle 
table in cherry ($275).

Frank Wallis was buying 
and selling what a few jieo- 
ple call “‘antiques,’”’ ang 
what most of us know -as 
junk two years ago, when he 
fell in love with the real 
stuff. But as Wallis, 26, of 
Somerville, tells it, “The 
prices of the true antiques 
were just out of the ques- 
tion, so I decided to make 
reproductions myself. And 
they look just as good.” 

The irony of Wallis’s story 
is that once he spent months 
and months building the 
furniture, he couldn’t stand 
the sight of it anymore, so.he 
offered it for sale. 

“Once you live with some- 
thing for so long, and it 
takes about six months to 
make a table, working an 
average of 10 hours a week, 
you don’t care for it any- 
more, at least I don’t,” said 
Wallis, who is nevertheless 
pleased that he turned a 
hobby into a trade. 

The business has done

well, and about a dozen of 
his pieces, intluding Fed- 
eral-style tables, and wood 


_jewelry boxes can be seen at 


the Christmas Crafts show. 
‘Wallis, who works as a 
uses traditional 
methods and hand tools to 
make his furniture. He 
learned how to do it through 
reading books and experi- 
menting. But he also takes. 
advantage of some modern 
wonders, like the super- 
strength glues now on the 
market, while keeping with- 


‘in the spirit of the craft by 


carving joints out of the 
wood, never using nuts and 
bolts. 

The jewelry boxes are a 
popular item. “People just 
like boxes,’ said Wallis, 
“and you can use them for 
all sorts of things.”’ They are 
made with contrasting 
bands of inlaid wood, lined 
with velvet, and finished 
with a top-quality veneer. 

The boxes sell for $20 to 


, $30, and the tables for $100 


to $350.

Loom with a View 
If you: happen to wander 
down the street in. Cam- 
bridge where she has her 
studio, you'll catch one of 
the loveliest sights in the 
city — Lillian Ball surroun- 
ded by plants and at work at 
her giant loom. Lillian, who 
has studied her art in Mex- 
ico and Scandanavia; has 
been weaving for eight years 
and sometimes spends up to 
14 hours a day at her loom. 
Lillian uses her loom as 
much as possible, and relies 
upon a minimum of sewing. 
Unlike many handwoven 
goods that are woven by the 


yard and then formed into 


clothing, Lillian weaves 
each piece to a specific 
length and width for the gar- 
ment she is making, so that 
each item is a totally per- 
sonalized creation. 

She has an honest, sim- 
ple approach to the gar- 
ments she fashions — they 
must be both functional and 
beautiful. Her designs are 
simple and yet elegant at 


. the same time.. Her fabrics 


are woven.from wool, chen- 
ille, mohair, alpaca, an- 


‘gora, cotton, pure silk, and 


even dog hair. The colors are 
all naturally dyed by Lil- 
lian or by her apprentice, 
Arlene Winkler (from vege- 
tables, plants, and bug bo- 
dies) but most of the things 
you’ll find will be in whites, 
beiges, and browns. 

At the fair (and in New 
York at Bendel’s and 
Bloomingdales) you’ll find 
tops — shorty shirts and 
vests at about $36 — tunics 
with belts for $60, kimonos 
in cotton and wool and 
dresses for $80, as well as 
capes, bags, scarves and 
shawls with an emphasis on 
textural fibers. 

Perhaps one of the most 
novel things you'll find is 
the ‘Flying Pocket,” cre- 
ated by Arlene. The “Fly- 
ing Pocket” can be used as a

‘another use for bread dough. 
Every week, in her lovely lit- 
tle shop in Woodville, 
Mass., called Stone Soup, 
Susan. bakes bread and 
molds it with. her fingers, 
knives, rolling pins, or other 
implements she has around 
her kitchen, into a char- 
ming array .of houses, 
wreaths, animals and peo- 
ple. 

“Working with baker’s 
clay (flour, salt and water) 
or bread dough is one of my 
favorite crafts” says Susan, 
a former first-grade teacher 
who became interested in 
crafts from teaching chil- 
dren. “I enjoy it because I’ve 
inspired other people to try 
it,’ because she insists, 
“Anybody can do it.”” One of 
the biggest advantages is 
that you can find all the in- 
gredients you need right in 
your own kitchen. 

After baking the figures, 
Susan shellacs each one 10 


times, and makes them in- 
to hanging ornaments and 
calico-backed plaques. At 
either her shop or the Fair, 
you'll be able to find Win- 
nie-the-Pooh, angels, Rag- 
gety Ann & Andy, and a var- 
iety of other figures from 
$1.50 to $2, braided bread- 
dough wreaths in four sizes 
from $1.50-$10, and assor- 
ted other crafts including 
quilts, quilted pillows, pup- 
pets, ties, and small loaves 
of bread with ribbons, de- 
signed to be used as center- 
pieces. So who said bread is 
only for eating?

A Doll’s House 


Six months ago, Douglas 
Alvord was doing restora- 
tion work at the Union Oys- 
ter House in Dock Square. 
Today, just a few blocks 
away at the edge of the 
North End, he is designing 
and building a prototype 
“dollhouse.” 

The “dollhouse” is mis- 
named. Alvord is actually 
working on a highly auth- 
entic, painstakingly crafted 
scale model of an 18th Cen- 
tury New England Salt-Box 
house. The details of the 
model are taken largely 
from an actual house in 
Deerfield, Mass. 

Alvord’s treatment of the 
wallpaper provides a good 
example of the detail and 
authenticity that remove 
this project from the child’s 
toy category. He has photo- 
graphed, in color, several 
wallpaper patterns of the 
period, has reduced the im- 
ages, and is having the scale 
model wallpaper he will use 
produced by a_ photo-silk- 


screen process. With few ex- 
ceptions, such as jewelry 
box hinges for. the’ front 
door, he is making all com- 
ponents for the model. He: 
will turn the stairway ban- 
nister posts on a small lathe. 
He has devised.a miniature 
router which he. uses to 
make molding and window 
frames. He cuts the floor 
planks and clapboards from 
rough wood. 

The finished Salt- Box will 
sell for $800.00. Each one 
will be signed and num- 
bered, and only a limited 
number will be. made. Al- 
vord plans brick townhouse 
and Victorian house models 
in the future. His prospect- 
ive clientele would be pri- 
marily collectors of scale 
model period furniture, and 
Alvord’s productions will 
adhere to the standard one 
inch to the foot scale. The 
dimensions of the Salt-Box 
are 24” x 28” x 23” high. 

Alvord’s shop, Heritage 
Dollhouses, is located at 204 
Hanover Street, Boston.
